Kxentlemen ajf the Senate 

and Hotise of Representatives : 

^Phe assemblage of the representatives of the people to delib¬ 
erate and act for the public welfare, furnishes an occasion for 
conternplatitig the past and endeavoring to scan the future, and 
must always l3e regarded an interesting occurrence. 

We live in an eventful and progressive age, and the present 
and past years have not beeti wanting in striking and important 
incidents. While our people generally have been preserved in 
health, disease in some localities has levied more than its accus¬ 
tomed tribute to the grave. Death, who claims all seasons as His 
own, and respects neither age, sex nor condition, has cut down 
the chosen Executive of the Federal Government,—a man of 
iron nerve and unquestioned honesty, who met danger without 
fear upon many a liard-carned battle-field, and, proiected by an 
unseen hand, had never surrendered. He has cast the mantle of 
niournifig over the halls of legislation and hushed forever in the 
Senate Chamber the voice of one whose memory will be hon¬ 
ored so long as the highest ititellectnal endowments, combined 
with unsullied integrity, have their admirers. He has snatched 
from the Chamber of .Tustice one of its brightest jewels, and laid 
prostrate not a few of our most distinguished military officers. 
In view of these things, we are constrained to acknowledge that 
God alone is great,’’and “Man being in honor abidelli not.” 
The long continued drought during the period when our crops 
were germinating and growing, prevented the earth from yielding 
its fruits commensurate with the labor and expectations of the 
husbandman. In some sections, it may be necessary to look 
3 
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abroad for indispensable supplies; yet vve have abundant cause 
of gratitude to that watchful and controlling Providence that has 
taken care of us in times past, arid ample assurances, that if obe¬ 
dient to the guidance of duty, the Divine protection will be 
vouchsafed unto us. 

The Reports of the Comptroller of Public Accounts, the 
Treasurer, and the Commissioner and Trustee to settle the affairs 
of the State Bank and f3ranches, will exhibit the condition ofthc 
public finances so far as they have been realized or are in expec¬ 
tancy, together witli the different iietns of the State debt and the 
sums annually required to pay the interest thereon, 6zc. Witlt- 
out here repeating anything contained in these reports, I beg 
leave to commend them to your carerefnl attention. 

Tlie office of Comptroller is one of the most important in the 
State, and requires not only a mere aeconntant to discharge its 
duties, but the incumbent should liave the capacity to understand 
the acts of the legislature which immediately concern himself 
and the subordinate officers who are required to have transactions 
and settlements with him. Added to these qualifications, his 
heavy correspondence recjuiri'S that he should express himself 
with ease and clearness. The servises of such a man are worth 
and will command in some other business, quite as much as liio 
salary the Com{)trol!er now receives. 

Within ifie last four years the duties of this officer have been 
greatly increased, so that he cannot {perform lliern without the 
constant assistance of at least one clerk. To be convinced of 
this, it is only necessary to remember the important modifications 
in the lax laws, the enlarged and complicated accounts of tax- 
collectors, the examination of tfie assessors’ books, the sixteenth 
sections accounts, loireiiicr with much other miscellaneous l)usi- 
ness, added to a daily corrcs{)ondencc sufficient in itself to employ 
half the time of a ready coiiijjoser and writer. 

We know that it cannot i)e the interest of the State to allow 
the public service in any (h^partment to siilfer for the want of 
stjdicienc machinery to {jerfnrm it ; nor can it be its j)olicy pre¬ 
maturely to wear out a faitlifid public servant by an excess of 
labor. To prevent such a C(ms(!<|uence, 1 respecti'iiily recom¬ 
mend to the General Assembly to anf.hori.se the (Jomj)troller to 
appoint a clerk at a definod salary. '^Phe Comptroller shoidd re¬ 
quire of such an assistant bond with sufficient sureties for the 
performance ol all the duties devolved upon him ; and when such 
bond is execnied, the assistant might he authorised to act as the 
representative ot liis j^riiicipal in the event of the absence of the 
latter Irom the seat ot Government, or in case of his sickness. 
While this, or a similar arrangement will impart proper efficiency 
to tins branch of the financial departinent, it will guard against a 
suspension of its business in either of the contingencies mentioned- 
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In respect to the Treasurer, his duties and responsibilities are 
increased in a degree corresponding to those of the Comptroller. 
He is the custodian and the receiving and disbursing officer of a 
much larger sum of money since the passage of the tax law of 
1848, and is required to give a bond with siirieties, in tlie penalty 
of two hundred and fifty lliousand dollars. 

Tlie duties of this officer require his daily attention, though 
he may t)ot be constantly employed ; and 1 respectfully submit 
to yon whether his salary should not be increased. In receiving 
the large sums of money which are frequently paid into the 
treasury, as well as in disbursing them, lie is liable to sustain 
losses by miscalculations and spurious Ikink bills, far exceeding 
in amount liie corn))ensation he reccuvos ; added to these, the 
recjuisilion of a l)ond fora quarter of a miliion of dollars is enti¬ 
tled to some cotisideratK'n in adjusting the salary. 

I cannot speak with exactm'ss of the condiiion of the business 
confided to Coniuiissiotier and Trustee to settle the atiairs of 
the State Cank and branches, but suppose it has not approxima¬ 
ted a clos<q so as to mal\e the longer coniinnance of that office 
nnnecessaiy. '^r.be (h;bts still due these l>atiks, I assume, make 
a large sum in the ngLuegale, much of which is in litigation or 
in a course of seiilement by compromise atid otherwise. This 
litigation involvtis the recovery of debts and the title to real 
estate, and \i is lair to suppose, can he more efficiently condncled 
l)y those who are familiar with iisdeiails, than by confiding it to 
otlicers charged with other dtilies, or even to local agents. 

Considering the large indelitedness of this State, the reduction 
(vf her bond debt is a matter of gieat interest to tlie people. To 
clTect this ohjcci, requir(‘s a familiarity w^ili the operations of 
the stock market, at home and aliroad, which can only be acquir¬ 
ed by experience in that line ot business. 

^riie semi-annual payments ol interest on the best terms the 
rate of exchange will allow, require attention, prudence and good 
judgment. 

The present system of settling the alTairs of onr Banks has 
been in operation about six years, and has succeeded much bet¬ 
ter than any other that had been [ireviously tried. This in itself 
is a potent reason against a cliunge and in lavor ot the contin¬ 
uance of the system. 

The Comptroller and Treasurer are confined to their offices by 
their appropriate and regular duties, and with their admitted 
faithfulness and competency could not discharge the various 
functions of the Conmnssioner and 'rrnslee. I have, therefo.^'e, 
no heshation in advising the contiiinance of this office as long as 
it proiii'ises to be beneldcial to the Slate. 

To pireveiit special applications to the legislature, the Com- 
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missioner and Trustee should be authorised, in his discretion, to 
extend from time to time, upon the payment of interest, any debt 
due the State Bank, or either of the Branches, when such an 
arrangement would be more beneficial (o the State than the col¬ 
lection of the money. 

The General Assembly, at its last session, and the people them¬ 
selves seemed to be impressed with the belief, that the State 
was in a better condition as to the relative amounts of its liabili¬ 
ties and reaonrces than the facts justified. 

I think the taxes collected the two last fiscal years fell below 
the demands upon the treasury and the Commissioner and Trus¬ 
tee. Our indebtedness upon bonds atid stocks canitot be regar¬ 
ded an inconsiderable affair, when the interest and the current 
expenses of Government exceed the revenue collected by taxation, 
which under ordinary rirciunstances would be considered intol¬ 
erably oppressive. 'Che cause of felicitation will liave a draw¬ 
back, until our liabilities are so much reduced that the animal 
revenue, in addition to defraying the ordinarv demands nj)on the 
treasury, will pay, not only the interest of onr debt, but sink a 
considerable portion of the f)rincij>aL 

In my message to the last l.egislatiirc, I discussed, quite at 
large, the subject of Banks and a Paper Currency. The views 
then presenu'd still have my approval, and, without indulging in 
repetition, I beg to refer to them. 

The doubt I then expressed, whether the Free Bank Sj’stem, 
as it is designated in New York and other Stales, could be relied 
on to furnish a currency witli us, has settled into an opinion 
against tlie mainiainance of the system to any great extent in 
this State. No onejias availed hiriiself of the j)rivilege conlerred 
by the act of the last session, “To authorize and regulate the 
business of Banicing,'’ nor am I advised that any one contem¬ 
plates diung so. 

Our banking capital is altogether insnfllcent to meet the de¬ 
mands of a healthful and regular business; and the banks now 
in existence are located in Mobile, where the accommodations 
they are prepared to afford, fall far short of the good paper that 
is offered. The merchants in the interior are compelled to borrow 
of individual capitalists, or foreign banks, on terms often incon¬ 
venient and oppressive ; and of course look to their customers to 
reimburse the extraordinary interest and charges to which they 
are thus subjected. 

It is not within the competency of the Legislature to supply at 
a single session the inconvenience of a deficient local currency— 
its powers|being restricted by the Constituiion to the establishment 
of a single bank. The inabiiiy to furnish a complete remedy 
for the evil is, however, no reason for the faihire to act at all; 
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but should father quicken our dilligence, so that what raust bea 
gradual work, may be consummated as speedily as possible. 

I therefore recommend to the Legislature, as a measure demand¬ 
ed by the interests of the people, to incorporate one stock bank, 
with a capital not exceeding a half million of dollars, subject to 
rules and restrictions similar to those contained in the act 
incorporate the Southern Bank of Alabama.” The amount of 
the capital, of course, will be infinenced by the point at which 
the bank is located, and the location will be induced by a consid¬ 
eration of tlui wants of ilie community, and the probable readi¬ 
ness to subscribe for the stock. 

J am entirely satisfied that the State should disconnect itself 
with banks as soon as it can be done without loss, and with a 
proper regard to what is due toothers; and therefore renew the 
recommendation to provide for the sale of tlie State stock in the 
Bank of .Mobile on such terms as will discharge the bonds upon 
whicli the loan was effected to pay for it. and relieve the State 
from the demand of the Bank for interest paid on the bonds. In 
tlie meantime, it would be a matter of interest to be informed 
where and by whom these bonds are now holdeii. 

The [)rinci{)les contained in the opinion of tlio Attorney Gen¬ 
eral of tlie United States upon a partial resiatimient of the Two 
and "l’hi(!(; per cent, funds acconn(.s, between Alabama and the 
Genera! (Government, I think tend to establish lliat there is still 
an niijnsted balatica? due (Ins State. If this demand is disallow¬ 
ed, still tln'ie is a large sum due ns as interest upon pitrtinns of 
these funds, which have been withheld from time to lime in vio¬ 
lation of hny. Under this impression as to onr rights. I re-ap¬ 
pointed .lefb'rson U. Jackson, Usq., as the agent of the State, to 
present its claims to the proper Department of the Government 
at Washington. 

By the report of Mr. Jackson, I am informed that the claim 
for interest on monies heio'tofore receivioj uj)on a restatement of 
the 'lUvo and I'hree [ler cent, fmuls accounts, at his instance, as 
the State’s agent, was presented to Congress in June, 18o0, and 
is still pending before that body, d^lie account of the State, 
amounting to about one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, for 
the five per centage on lands appropriated or disposed of by the 
(jreneral (Government, was stated in the General Land Office, and 
presented to the (Commissioner for allowance. That officer deci¬ 
ded against the Siate ; from tliis decision an appeal was taken to 
the Secretary of the Interior, wliich is still pending before the 
Departnumt. 

Mr. Jackson has enforced tlie claim of the State by a lucid and 
well sustained argument, which will hardly fail to convince, 
unless precedent shall be disregarded. 
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In connection with this subject, I would remark that I W'as 
authorized by Joint Resolutions of the last session to cause an 
account to be taken of the expenses incurred by Mr. Jackson in 
the prosecution of his agency under a ])revions appointment, and 
to cause all such expenses to he reinibnrscd to liim ; provided 
they did not exceed tliesnni of twenty-fiva3 hundred dollars. It 
was also made my duty to fix upon and cansc to be paid such 
sums as might be juslly due to Charles II. Stewart and Joseph 
Bryan, agents and attorneys employed by Mr. J. to aid him in 
the business of the agency. 

In adjusting the ex|)ens(^s of Mr. Jackson, I consJiIted what 
seemed to he the views of the General Assembly so fares tiiey 
were develo[)ed, and such otiier <wid(Uic-e appro|)riate to the sub¬ 
ject as was accessible under the circninbtaiices. 

I requested the Hon. W. il. King, lion. II. W. Hilliard and 
Hon. S. \V. H arris, to ascertain and inform me what would be a 
just and j)roper compensation for the servic(\s remdered by Messrs. 
Stewart and Bryan, d'liese gcmtlemeii [iromptly complied with 
my leqiK^st, and a settletnent was immediately made according 
to their re|K)rt. 

'^Phe Legi.slatnro in the rr.aximnm which it anthorized to be 
allowed, seemed to have conttunplated a large expense account, 
no donht nnder the W(‘ll roiiiid(‘d impiession that the case was 
an extraordinary one, P< rhapsihe allowance to Alessrs. Stewart 
and Bryan may he rei>arded as ri isproport ioned to the servict^s 
they respectively lendoied. If so, let it he romembeiod that it 
was fixed upon cautions impiiry by porsoiis (uninently qualified 
for the purpose, nninllne.iiced by any other feeling than a desire 
to do jnsfice ; liiat their compensation was contitiL^ont, depend¬ 
ing ni)on ilie sncce.ss of the State in the prosecution of a claim 
which was regarded as altogether donhtfn! ; and that tlie aggre¬ 
gate sum paid for the entire service was less than tlie General 
Assembly seem to have eontemplated. To this it may be added 
tliat the powers o( Mr. Stewart as an ncconiitant, his indomita¬ 
ble energy, and his intimate acquaintance with the law applica- 
l)le to th() subject, if tlioy did not influence, certainly expedited 
the decision in oiir favor. 

All act of the Legislature of March 3d, 1848, to provide for 
ihe collecting from tlie General Government money due this 
State for advances made fo’ the public service in the war with 
Mexico, required the Governor to cause an account to be made 
out, and, with the papers and vouchers thereto appertaining, to 
be transmitted to one of onr Senators or Representatives in Con¬ 
gress, for presentation and payment. The same act directed (he 
Governor, in the event of non-payment, to appoint an agent to 
collect this claim, if lie believ^ed the public interest demanded it. 
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Under this authority, my predecessor appointed Col. Robert T, 
Scott, of Jackson county, the agent of the State, and proposed 
to allow him, as compensation, two and a half per cent, on the 
first five thousand dollars collected, and five per cent, on the re¬ 
mainder. Only thirty-eight htindred dollars has been collected, 
and the residue of the claim is now before Congress. 

Col. S. has expended time and money not only in going to, 
sojourning at, and returning from, Washington, but in endeavor¬ 
ing, by personal interviews with the original claimants, to per¬ 
fect the account, that it might be allowed by the proper officers 
of the Government ; he, however, has been unable to remove 
the objections to it, and cr)nse(|uently lias been compelled to 
present the subject to Congress for a special act authorizing the 
reirribiirsemeni of the State. In view of the facts stated, I would 
respectfully suggest that the compensation agreed to he paid to 
Col. S. sfionid be increased irpon tlie sum collected, and such as 
may be heri^after collected, so as to afford a just compensation 
for his services and expenditures. 

An act of Congress ofSeptemher 2Sth, 1850, professedly with 
the view of enabling the States in which tlie United Slates is the 
proprietor of the lands undis[)osed of, to construct the necessary 
levees and drains, to reclaim the swamp and oveflowed lands 
therein granted to these States the wh<’le of those swamp and 
overflowed lands, unfit for cultivation, which were nnapprojiria- 
ted at the passage of the act. It is made the duty of the Secre¬ 
tary of the Interior, as soon aS it may be practicable, to make out 
an accurate list and plats of the lands of the character described, 
and trarismit the same to the Governor, and, at the request of the 
Governor, to cause a [)atcnt to he issued to the Slate tfiereb^r : 
and on that patent the fee simple estate in the lands shall vest in 
the Stale, subject to the disposal of the L<egislatnre : “ Provided, 
hoircvcr. that the proceeds of said lands, wheifier from sale, or 
by direct appropriation in kind, shall be applied exclusively, as 
far as necessary, to the purpose of reclaiming said lands by 
means of the levees and drains as aforesaid.” 

The act further provides “That iu makingouta list and plats 
of the land aforesaid, all legal subdivisions, the greater part ot 
which is ‘ wet and unfit for cultivation.’ sliall be included in said 
lists and plats; but when the greater part of a subdivision is not 
of that character, the whole of it shall ho excluded therefrom.’ 

About twelve months since I received from the Commissioner 
of the General Land Office a copy of liis instructions to the 
Land Officers of tfiis Stale, as to the mode in which the swamp 
and overflowed lands were to be designated. These instructions, 
after referring to the act, say to these officers, “This act clearly 
and unequivocally grants to the several States those lands which. 
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from being swampy or subject to overflow, are unfit for cultiva¬ 
tion. In this class is included, also, all lauds which, though dry 
part of the year, are subject to inundation at the planting, grow¬ 
ing, or harvesting season, so as to destroy the crop, and therefore 
are unfit for cultivation, taking the average of the seasons for a 
reasonable number of years as the rule of determination. You 
will please make out a list of all the lands thus granted to the 
State, designating those that have been sold, or otherwise dis¬ 
posed of since the passage of the law and the price paid for them 
when purchased. 

‘‘The only reliable data in your possession from which these 
lists can be made out, are the field or descriptive notes of the 
surveys on file in your office ; and if the authorities of the State 
are willing to adopt these as the basis of tliose lists, yon will so 
regard them. If not, and those authorities furnish you satisfac¬ 
tory evidence that any lands are of the character embraced by 
the gram, yon will so report thereon.” 

Accompanying a copy of the instructions, I received a letter 
from the Commissioner, in which lie says to me, “You will per¬ 
ceive by these instructions the Land Officers are aniliorized to 
receive such reliable evidmice of the character of any of these 
lands as may be presented by the aiuborities of the State ; and 
as many of the lands were probahiy surveyed at dry seasons, and 
lienee are not refiresented l)y the descri})tive notes or plats, as 
beiiig of tliat character, i have sufiposed that it may be a matter 
of suliieieiit iiiipoi lance to induce you to call upon the county 
surveyois, or (Uher rcsfx-ctabte jjersoiis of your Slate, for a state- 
inciil, under oath, oi' ilie swamp or overflowed lands in their 
respective coiiiiiu’s,” 

Immodialely upon tlci receipt of the letter and copy of instruc- 
uons, I determined to appoint some practical surveyor in each 
county, to ascertain the swamp and overflowed lands in confor¬ 
mity to the instriictioiis, and took meas-nrt^s to carry out this 
pur[)Ose, hut learning tfial there was a diversity of opinion as to 
the propriety o| iluis proceeding, 1 suspended furtlier action. 

1 was induced to taire the course indicated for the reason stated 
in the letter ot the Commissioner; and for the additional reasons 
that some of the early surveyors of tl)e lands in this State had 
been careless in running and marking their lines, and making 
their field or descriptive notes; and, because the lines of the 
legal subdivisions oi sections had not been traced. In this con¬ 
dition ol thitigs, I could not see how it could lie known whether 
the subdivisions ol sections not bordering on the lines actually 
run, came within the class of lands granted by the act. I did 
not suppose that the agents of the State would survey with 
perfect exactness the lands which were swampy or overflowed, 
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but believed they would be able to ascertain by passing over or 
around, and viewing them, whether the greater part of a sub'- 
division was of that character. If the duties of the agents could 
be thus performed, one assistant of each, instead of the usual 
number of chain carriers, &c., would be quite sufficient. Hence 
I concluded that as localities, in which it was understood there 
were no such lands as the act referred to, embraced, an average 
of fifty days to each county, would enable each agent aided with 
tile field or descriptive notes, to perform his duties. I’his would 
have created a charge upon the Treasury of about ten thousand 
dollars, which would have been reimbursed by the proceeds of 
the sales of the lauds granted to the State ; hut whether this 
reasouitig was well founded or not, is wholly immaterial, as in 
some counties no agents were appointed, and in all olhers their 
powers have been suspended without charge to the State. 

Upon this subject I have to remark fiirtlu^r, that some months 
since I addressed to the Commissioner of tlif* General Land 
Office a letter, impiiring whether the. field or d('scripiive notes 
indicated the character of the legal subdivisions of the lauds in 
this State : and by wlitit data in the J.iaud Office tlu^ swamp and 
overllowed lauds could be ascertained? Farther, that as the act 
of li^50 took etfect from its passage, the Statti was entitled to 
the proceeds of the lauds granted by it tluu had been sold since 
that day, whcllier an act of Congress was necessary to authorise 
the payment of the money? 

To the first luaiich of the first question, llio Commissioner 
answered, '’That the field and descriptive notes and [ilats on file 
in this odice (and which are coj^ies from in the office of 

the Snrvt'yor General oi Alabama and the local land offices,) give 
llie ‘crossings ’ i»f the swam[)s on the section lines, and the 
(ptality of the lands, whether ‘wet,’ ‘swamj),’ or ‘ ove: flowed,* 
and sometimes state whether they are ‘ fit' or ‘ unfit for cultiva¬ 
tion,’ 'The plats do not show the limits of the swanij) ‘and wet 
lands’ within the sections, except on some ol’ ihe later returns, 
the topography of which is more complete,” The Oenmissioner 
adds, that he supposes the lists will bo made out by the Land 
Officers in Alabama under the inslruciions of iNoveuiher, 1850, as 
early as practicable, and ibal their action will be expedited by 
the concurrence of the State authorities. He also refers rne to 
his legal ojiiuion, which has been approved by the Secretary of 
the Interior, of which he transmitted rne a copy, d'liat opinion 
refers to “an act to aid the State of Louisiana in draining the 
swamp lands therein,” approved March 2, 1849, which applies to 
that State alone, and accords to it an influence in the construc¬ 
tion of the act of 1850, in which all the States that contain pub¬ 
lic lands belonging to the United States, are interested. 
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The terms of these enactments are essentially dissimilar, and 
upon no just princij)le of construction can the former control the 
latter. 

It is also supposed that although the act of 1850, in express 
language, grants to the State all the lands of the class designated 
“ which shall remain unsold at the passage ’’ thereof, yet “ those 
grants must bo regarded as taking elTect from the date when the 
selections are reported to the pro[)er officers and approved, and 
not from tlse date of the laws.'^ n''he opinion adds: “The act 
of 1849 states expressly, as you perceive by tlui words under¬ 
scored, that on lh.e approval of the Secretary, tlie fee simple shall 
vest in the Slate, and the at:t of 1850 makes ilie fee to vest in 
the State on the issuing of the [)ateiit. The earliest {leriod, then, 
at wliich the grant can he considcu-ed as allaching to the latids, 
is that when the sc'h'CtiouG are made known as aforesaid and ap¬ 
proved.’’ With the most respeclfn! deference, it seems to me, 
(hat the words “ :it the passage of this act,” are free from ambi¬ 
guity; iliat tluhr meaning is uncontrolled by any tiling contaitied 
ill the act of lb’30 ; that the act of 1849 cannot restrict orcliange 
their nieanitig, and if it could, it does not do so ; and in my 
judgment (luMioiichision tliat the act sliall not take (dFect from 
(he time ( esigiiated by Congress, but from a day-to he [u'escrihed 
by the action of the oflicers of the Government, is utterly inde¬ 
fensible. 

1 have signified to the Secretary of the Interior my non-con¬ 
currence in the opinion, and respectfully I’pqnested that he would 
bring tlie subject to the attention of the Attorney General, to 
whom, 'if necessary, I will jiresent ruy views. 

According to the estimate of the Commissioner of tlie General 
Land Office in his repoii of December, the ({iiantity of swamp 
lands granted to this Slate by the act of 1850, is 436,450,000 
acres. 

It may uoi iierliaps be imperative upon the State to appropri¬ 
ate the proceeds of these lands to the objects contetnplated by’ 
the act, if it shall be apparent, as I incline to think, that such an 
expenditure will produce no beneficial results. But it would be 
altogether better to have the sanction of Congress to a diversion 
of the fund from the objects for which it was inleuded, either to 
internal improvements or educational purposes. 

I submit the entire siiliject to the General Assembly for such 
■ legislation as the interest of the Stale requires. 

'Tlie Judicial I)Lq).irtment of the Government could be essen¬ 
tially improved by some changes in its organization. But the 
unnst important modifications required cannot be made without 
removing the constitutional restrictions upon the power of the 
legislature to remodel the system as circumstances may from 
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time <0 time seem -to demand. I tlierefore advise such an 
amendment of the Constitution as will anthorase the legislature 
to re>arrange the Courts as expedieney may dictate. 

In respect to the Supreme Court,at has been suggested, as a 
measure of relief to the arduous labors of its Judges, that another 
Judge should be added to the Bench. It has also been supposed 
that it would be an improvement, and give to this Court a more 
commanding influence with the people, if instead of three Judges 
it had five, two of whom should perform annually the duties of 
Circuit Court Judges ; and that it would he a convenience to the 
people, if the Court were holden at several other [)lacos besides 
the seat of Government. It is competent to add a Judge, but 
the last two changes are in.hibited by the Constitution, and can¬ 
not be made without an amendment. 

If it were a question at this time whether Courts of Chancery 
should be established with distinct Judges, my opinion would be 
decidedly airainst it. I would sootier advise the estalilisliment ol 
a Chancery Court at one poitit in each Circuit, to he holden by a 
Circuit Jndge in the vacations, anthorising the Clerks of the 
Circuit Court of the county which had jurisdiction over the 
defendant, or the subject matter, to take bonds, issue subpcenas 
and Ollier process, that no iiiconvenieiico might result to suitors. 
But a Court of Chanrcry distinct from ilie jurisdiction of the law 
judges has been establislied, and I will not advise its abolishment 
at this time, conceding that it is wirliin the competency of the 
legislature to do so - a jiower which lawyers ol ability insist is 
impliedly taken away by the Sth section of the 5(h article of the 
Constitution, ''riiis question, with others, had better ho left open 
for consideration, when the constitutional amendment proposed 
shall be made. 

1 am, however, of opinion that two Chancellors are sufficient 
to dispose of the Chancery business of the vState, if sucli changes 
in these Conrls as I suggested in my message to the last session, 
are maiie. 

The jurisprudence of Chancery is so intimately blended with 
the administration of justice in the law Courts, that it could not 
be suddenly dispensed with or commingled with the sterner and. 
less accommodating firinciples of the common law, without intro- 
ducinsf embarrassment and confusion, producing injustice and 
opening a new and unmeasured field of litigation. As it is be¬ 
yond the ken of man to estimate all the consequences of such a 
radical change, prudence would dictate the propriety of advancing 
gradually in the work of reform. It is certairdy desirable that 
much of the jurisdiction of Chancery should be transferred to 
the law forums as cheaper and more expediti(uis administrators 
of justice. But this transfer should not be.completed by a single 
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act Grata single session of the legislalttre. Time and experience 
must acquaint oiir judges and lawyers with the practical opera¬ 
tion of these changes and suggest others ; and the work of inno¬ 
vation must progress step by step. As the authority of the 
legislature over this important subject is so much restricted, I 
will not add more (hail refer you to my recommendations and 
suggestions to the Oeneral yVssembly at its last session. 

The duties devolved upon the (Jommissiouers appointed to 
prepare a Code of wStatnte Law and the ])reparation of a Code of 
Practice will (loiifitless suggest a remedy for many imperfections 
wliich are found in our statutes, as well as su|)ply to a great ex¬ 
tent the defects of legislation. 

d^lie labors of the Hoard have been such that they have not 
been abbj to compitue either of the codes and cause a copy to be 
submitted, so as to eualile me to examine and report thereon, as 
required by (In; act under wliich they were ap[ioinled. Conse¬ 
quently [ am not poq.cired to Sjieak of the codt^s as entire works. 

I have, however, hcaid diirerent fioriions of lliem rt'ad, and am 
persnad(3d llnu the.y introduce many valoa!)l(! changes, wliich are 
demanded hy |)ni>lic opinion, and that tluiy indicate much 
thought .and laborious research. 

Duriiiir tb-; last year (Job John Idrwin. one of tlx' Commission¬ 
ers elected by tin' (Lnie.ral Assembly, recsigned, and his [)lace was 
su[)piied by tin; appointment of llio lion, .V P. Baglxy. 

1 lieii: to invite your aitetitioii to the cause ol’(;dncation. This 
is alway^ a subjf'ct of profound inim'ost. It is iiilimandy con¬ 
nected witli Inimni happiness, and is an iiiiiispeiisabb*. auxiliary 
ill tin; imi'rovi'ment and moral (‘bivation of society. 

'I’lie lib'cal c 1 no at loiial fund of whic.b some ot’the townships 
in tins Suite ai'(; ihe firoprietors. it most ba; admiitcal, lias been of 
coin[)arc.lively litfle b:;ihTit. '^Pliis land is owned iiriiicipally by 
tlie wealtliy lowiiships, in which (he most of its heiiofiedaries re¬ 
quire no assistance trom tlio public in the education of their 
children, wlido tlie poorer districts derive but little aid in this 
way. 

It is much to lie regiaqted tliattlie terms in which the sixteentli 
section was ollered by (Congress and receivnrd by tie; Convention, 
vests an iiiterosl in the iniiahitauts of tlie townshi[)s severally, 
which previints a consolidation of the aggregate fund ; an interest 
that cannot Ic; divested without the consent of the beneficiaries. 

This (jiiestion has lieon settled by the highest Court known to 
this Stale; and the acts which give the as.seMt of Congress, at 
the instance of the new States, to the sale of the sixleonth sec¬ 
tions, in providing for the appropriation of the proceeds to the 
townships in scveialty, indicate that that body concurs in the 
correctness of the decision. 
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I have re-examined, with care, what I said on Education in my 
communication to the last session, and feel a strong conviction 
that if the recommendations I then made were carried out, the 
subject would receive a new impulse; and the betiefics resulting 
would be seen and felt throughout the State. Primary School 
instruction cannot be dignified as a system, until it has a head to 
direct and su pervise its operations. A superintendant, with an 
adequate salary, paid from the sixteenth section fund in propor¬ 
tion to the dividend received hy each section, should be appoint¬ 
ed by legislative aiuliority. He should traverse the State, 
address the people, visit and examine schools, anti inquire into 
the qualifications of teachers, as often as a proper attention to iiis 
other duties would permit. 

Such an otficer would not only exercise a healthful influence 
over the schools committed to liis watch-care, but lio would awa¬ 
ken the people to tlie importance of education—give an interest 
and impetus to the cause, no! only in the lower but in the higher 
brandies also. I am aware that men ])ossessing all the qualifica¬ 
tions for the statii)U are rare, yet there arc some, even in Alabama, 
who would reflect credit upon it. 

The grade of scholarsliif) of tlie township teachers should be 
prescribed—the powers and duties of the school trustees should 
be defined—they should report to a director of common schools 
in eacli county : and the latter sliould make a condensed report to 
the superintendent, who should make an annual report of the 
condition of the schools under his supervision. 

That the sixteenth section fund maybe productive of greater 
good than the [)resent mode of distribution, it sliould be exclu¬ 
sively appropriated to the scholars of the schools established by 
the trustees of that fund. 

We should certainly not despair of efleciing anything, because 
our school fund is so unequally distributed as to bestow the 
larger portion of its benefits upon those who do not need it. The 
modifications suggested, it is admitted, would not make a system 
perfect in itself; and 1 am prepared to give up the clianges pro¬ 
posed whenever a better system is suggested. 

The want of authority to consolidate the fund is an inherent 
and ineradicable obstacle to a perfect system, which we have 
seen can only be removed by the consent of those interested— a 
result not to be expected. 

Caution is the dictate of prudence, and should be observed in 
all legislative changes, more especially where the measure pro¬ 
posed is of doubtful policy. In general, it may be wise to “Let 
well enough alone but this considerate maxim can have no 
application to the subject before us. 

Our University should be an object of Slate pride and receive 
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3 just share of legislaHvo attention. lean with con fiolence ex¬ 
press the opinion that the State has been exceedingly fortunate 
in the selection of the Faculty by the Trustees ; and that (juite 
as thorough an education can bo obtained in our own State as in 
any other institution jNorth or South. The LTniversity never 
was in a coiniition so prosperous as at th.e present time. This is 
conclusively iuciicateii, not so mach by the ninnber of students, 
(which is often a very deceptive lest,) ashy tlie amoiiiit of labor 
performed by the students, the grade of scholarship and the pro¬ 
priety of their deportnrent. With many it has been regarded an 
institution in which the people, liave no interest; that its benefits 
have been restricted to ifie wealthier portion of the eommiinity. 
£ have heretofore taken occasion to repel this assumption, and 
said that onr University (dlers an education “alike to the rich 
and tile poor, at a price far below cost, and at least one student 
in each county is entiiUHi to it witlionl charge. Education of a 
high ord(u- is an acapiisition more important to the poor than the 
rich. Tfie latter derive consideration and consequence in society 
from wealth ; hut the superior menial endowments of the former 
would neutralise its {lower and to a groat extent paralyse its 
capacity to iiijnrioasly adect the public.’^ Hut 1 could present a 
more potent, and in lact a visible and irrefutable argument, if it 
would not be invidious and unfdeasant to modest merit, to men¬ 
tion the names of gentlemen who, without means, prompted by 
a desire of knowbalge and ssisiaiiied by indomitable energy, 
have passed ibrougl'i onr University with distinction, and are now 
jellecting upon soemiy tiieir attainments, as ministers of right- 
eousness, as tisachers, or in some other silnaiion bctteficial to the 
conntiy and themselves. 

On the occasion referred to, I also considered the close con¬ 
nection and mutual defiendonce of ibie higher and lower schools 
upon each Ollier, and quoted the opinirm of one whose life was' 
devoted to llte {ujrsiiit of tnUli and knowledge, to sustain my con¬ 
clusion. That individual said that Colleges and professintial 
schools “ are supposed by many with us to be altogetfier useless, 
nay dangerous to the country, and it is thought "that all public 
patronage should be transferred from them to the common 
schools for liie jieople at large, as tliongh the common schools 
coidd exist without the higher institutions; or as though the 
latter and the former had no mutual alliance and reciprocal influ¬ 
ence upon each other.” Tlie fact is, is 1 believe, if the higher 
schools should be annihilated now, the healthy action of the 
lower schools would naturally and necessarily reproduce them 
or in default of this, the lower schools would dwindle, become 
sickly and die. And on the other hand, if all the suliordinate 
and elementary schools should be anihilated at a stroke, the 
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higher institutions would produce them again as naturally and as 
certainly as the young shoot springs from the seed or the root of 
the mature plant.” The truth of these remarks has been exem¬ 
plified in our midst. Our primary and preparatory schools have 
steadily advanced^ as indicated by the grade of scholarship of the 
applicants for admission to the University ; and the University 
has added and will continue to add to the corps of instructors, 
teachers suited to the wants of the people, as well as stimulate 
to increased faitht’ulness-and effort, those who may come from 
abroad and engage in that honorable vocation. 

''The course of collegiate instruction is ({uite as extensive as can 
he comf)leted wuhin the time allotted toil. It would, however, 
be very desirable h) have an Assistant Professor added to the 
chair of Geology and Agricultural Chemistry, whose time should 
bo mainly em[)!oyed in analysing soils and vegetable productions. 
Ihit the income of tiie University fund, reduced, perhaps, by 
niismaiiagmnent and inconsiderate legislation many years since, 
disables the dh'ustees to make tins addition to the Faculty, 
which would impart increasc'd interest fo agricnltnre, by connect¬ 
ing science more intiiiuitely with its practical operations. Tlic 
Trusteeo-of tbe University contemplate some changes, so as to 
extend its useluliicjss and the better to ada[)t it t(» the demands of 
the people, in carrying out these changes, they Indieve it im¬ 
portant that they should bo itjvested with a title to the State 
House in dhiscaloosa and so much of the fnrniinre as has not 
been removetl. ^Fiie location of the house, its size, eCc., make 
it unsnilalilo for any oihor purpose than one similar to that to 
which the dfrnstees of the University prppose to devote it. The 
furniture being purchased many years ago to fit no the house for 
the use of ilio jjCgislatnre and Sti{)re»iie Court, is imsuited to a 
private resi(U’iic(‘. It may be fairly assumed that tlie house and 
1‘iirnilnre would commanci a sum in market lar below the cost ot 
the materials of which they are coiislructed. I believe the. 
Trustees could make them profitable to the public in extending^ 
the operations of the Uiiiveisity ; and I tlierefore, in advance ot 
the atinnal rcgiort of the board, recommend that their request in 
this regard be granted. 

It is believed by tho Trustees, that the yearly income of the 
board does not justify a further expenditure to continue the geo¬ 
logical explorations of Professor 'Pourney. The reports of this 
^^e^ntlemaii have greatly enlightened us as to the extent of our 
mineral resources, and hive shown that our minerals arenotonly 
abundant, but arc rich and various, and in a condition to be 
made avadable. He has done much to give character to the 
State, and 1 sliould regard it a public mislbrtune, if his labors 
were suspended for the want of means to prosecute them. To 
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prevent such a result, I respectfully’advise the appropriation of a 
sum not exceeding one thousand dollars, to he drawn from time 
to time, as may be deemed proper, by order of the Governor or 
some other oflicer. 

In connection with this subject I would remark, that Alabama 
contains 32,4(32,080 acres of land, of which, according to the re¬ 
port of the Cornniissioner of the General Land Office, 16,164,518 
26-100 acres remained tlie {)roperty of the Government, on the 
30th June, 1850. The public lauds conlaiu, it is supposed, as 
much as seven-eights of the mineral wealth of the State; and 
consequently the Government is very largely interested in a geo¬ 
logical survey. The result would doubtless cause a targe quan¬ 
tity of its lands to be ])nrchased, the sterility of whose smface 
indicates tlunr unfitness for agricultural purposes ; and in this way 
the General Government would receive an equivalent for any 
aid it might remhu' in promoting tlie enterprise. Influenced by 
tliese considerations, 1 suggest the propriety of addressing a me¬ 
morial to Co!igr('ss, praying tlie grant of twenty-five thousand 
acres of public land to tl:is State, to be selected in (.piaiitities ac¬ 
cording to the legal snbdivisions, the proceeds of which shall be 
appropriated to a thorough geological survey. To jiidncea com¬ 
pliance, we rniglit stipulate that tlic work should be commenced 
and comploticJ within some reasonable lime. 

The Genera! (iovernment has caused such surveys to be made 
to some extent in some of the newest Slates in the South-west; 
and an application for that purpose from this Siat<q addresses 
;tself with great force to Congress. Here, we have not only paid 
many millions of dt)llars into the'^IVeasiiry for land, hut the Gov¬ 
ernment, by its pro[>rietorsliip of such a large ])roport!on of lands 
within our limits, has retarded the improvement of the State, 
and made it necessary to impose heavier burthens in the form of 
taxes upon the mdividnal land-holders. 

It is certa uly a doty of very high obligation to provide ati 
asyhim for tlm insane, where that attention and remedial treat¬ 
ment can be uirnished, which is necessary to render them as 
comfortable s, their condition will admit; and, if practicable, 
again pi; ; ■ them under the dominion of reason. This duly is 
coeval with the existence of the State, and is quite as binding in 
morals as the obligation to pay a debt for which a tangible 
equivalent has ! received. Political communities, like indi¬ 
viduals, have nmic.l duties to perform, and if the aggregate body 
are inattentive to them, the responsibility consequent upion neg¬ 
lect, attaches to those who have opposed a performance. 7Tis 
is a truism in morals, which it would be well for every citizen to 
remember. 

It is supposed, by high authority, that there are not less than 
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even hundred idiots, epileptics, and insane persons in Alabama, 
he only probable means of relieving whom, is found in the 
mrative treatment of a Hospital. Much the greater number of 
these are members of families of means too limited to obtain for 
them the comforts necessary to their bodies in their deplorable 
condition, without being able to do anything for the lost or un¬ 
settled mind. If we require an additional cause to excite oiir 
sympathies, we have but to remember the cases that have come 
under our own observation, and reflect that in our own households 
we may be called to witness a similar visitation. 

Much the greater number of the States have established hos¬ 
pitals for the Insane, and it becomes us to act with promptness, 
unless we are insensible to a generous rivalry in the great moral 
enterprises of the day. 

I will not continue tfie discussion of this question, in which 1 
am sure we all agree in the abstract. But I beg to invite your 
respectful and considerate attention to tlie memorial of Miss D. 
L. Dix, to ifm last (General Assembly. It is a paf)er fraught with 
instruction upon this inlercivSting subject ; and the production of 
a higlily gifted lady, whoso name is the synonym for benevolence 
and plnlaijthropy, and whose 1 ife exetnplifies the graces that give 
dignity and elevation to liinnauitv. 

It is a kindred duty impf'.r Uive upon us, to make provision 
for the education of the blind, and the deaf and dumb. 'The 
deprivation of the organ of vision, either by naturrd or accidental 
causes, utterly incafiacitates persons thus nnforlnnate, for taking 
care of th<nns(dv(’s. While nnedneated they are not only unfit¬ 
ted to provi(io for tfnnr wants, hut cannot participate, to ar. 3 ^ 
great extent, in tlie ralimial pleasures of life, and can contribute 
but litthj to tlio social enjnyment of others. 

The recent and jirf'gia^ssive improvements in the education of 
this class have done rnncli, witfi the [)romiso of more, to relieve 
tlunn, and remove ilie disparity between those thus afUicted and 
persons whose senses are nninipaired. Tlie minds of the blind 
seem to possess greater snscepiihility to the acquisition of knowl¬ 
edge. '^riieir powers of perception, memory and concentration 
are generally (jiiick, impressible and active in adegrec surpassing 
those from whom the visible oiqects of nature or art are not ex¬ 
cluded. In fact, they not only become educated so that they may 
give employment to 1 he mind, and thus beguile the tedium of 
lime, but they become successful teachers of the 1)1 ind and acquire 
a knowledge of many handicraft pursuits at which they can earn 
an ample livelihood. 

The deaf mid dumb cannot be educated by the ordinary modes 
of instruction. Being denied the sense of hearing, they cannot 
understand what is communicated to them orally. They must 
3 
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first be taught by signs, and thus they easily and rapidly acquire 
a knowledge which fils them for any business in which the 
power of speech is not indispensable. 

These unfortunate persons are generally poor, without friends 
to assist them ; so that in providing for their instruction, we are 
emphatically contributing to the comfort and happiness of the 
DOor. In respect to tliese enterprises of benevolence and duty 
which I have suggested, the time has arrived when the initiative 
Stef) should be taKen. I refer them to the respectful and patient 
consideration of the General Assembly. 

It IS provided by an act of the legislature, passed as early as 
1807, that eacli county should cause to be erected at its own 
expense, ‘-a good and sufficient court-liouse for the legal adjudi¬ 
cation of causes, and a strong and snflicicni jail or prison, for 
the reception or confnieinent of debtors and criminals, well se¬ 
cured by timl)er, iron grates, bolls and locks. And every jail so 
ro 1)6 erected shall cr)iisist of three a|)arimeiits at least, one of 
which shall be appiopriaied to the recepi kmi ol debtors.” The 
court house and jail are required ti> be bnili under the direction of 
;hb jndgeof the county court ; and for the greater forwarding 
the hnsmess, th(^ judge is amhorised to draw out of tlie hands of 
die treasurer of thr county any sums of money which ho may' 
have received, belonging to the county not otherwise a[)propria- 
ted. ‘-But in every county a jail shall first be erected ; and tl.o 
treasurer and judge are to govern themselves accordingly.” 

ll IS also declared to he the duty of the judges of the county 
court to iiHjnire into the snificioncy and cleaidiness of jails in 
iheir respeci ive con lines ; the condition and accjunmodaiioii of 
the prist^ners ; to keej) s('[)arate rooms for the sexes, vS:,c. 

These provisions ludlean* an icijiiainiance wiih tin* subject, 
cud a becoinmg sidicitiidc to nd!>{ii tlie a[>projn iattj iegiilations. 
''i’hoy ar<*, howev er, rncredy direclcn-y and inetiicicnr, because 
lUcir observance is not eufoiccd by any sanetioii or p.eiially.

mand, except in cases of fraud ; and it is therefore unnecessary” 
to appropriate an apartment ‘Ho the reception of debtors.” Eacli 
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jail should, lio\vever) have at least four comfortable apartments j 
one for persons charged with the commission of a criminal 
offence, another fur persons who are imprisoned under a judgment 
consequent upon conviction, a third for females, and a fourth for 
runaway slaves. As all of these would not probably be occupied 
at the same time, one or more might be occasiotially used as a 
hospital fur the sick. The judge ot the court of probate and the 
cominissioners of revenue and roads in each county shonld bo in¬ 
vested with authority to levy a sufficient tax to build and repair 
the jail in their respective counties. It should be made the duty 
of the grand jury, at every term of the circuit court, to examine 
and report to the court tlie condition of the jail of the county, as 
well as the [irison^^'s ; 'v)H*ther the sheriff’ or jailer have been 
derelict ill ti'^' porfornianeo of thejr duties, in cleansing the jail, 
providio^ lor the prisoners; and whefxher the jail is such as the 
law reqnres. For neglect m either of thu'se particulars, the law 
5 {^o^‘h impose a p^eualty upon tfie persu i or persons in default, 
which should he enforced by a proceeding iiisfitnitMi hy the Stdici-* 
tor or other prosecuting olllcer on the report of the grand jury, 

'^riio report of the Ius[)ectors of the Penitentiary will donbtlessf 
impart all the information it is desirable you should possess in 
respect to that iiistitulion M-y intercourse witli the Inspectors 
t’liiblesmc to bear testinnmy to tlieir conscientious and faithful 
discharge of duty, and the lessee, lam sure, has treated the con¬ 
victs with commendable kindness and forbearance. 

'I'he term for which the Pcuifentiary has been leased will ex¬ 
pire in May, lSo2, and the Inspectors, or other competent yier- 
Sons, should be invested with power to settle the accounts be- 
iho Stale and the lessee. All lU'cessary improvemonts 
made by ihu h'ssee, l)eiu'(iciai to the Stale, whether approved by 
the insp<"cto!'s lor the lime being or not, slioidd be paid for on 
such setllenieiil. To antfiorise an allowance to the lessee in 
such ptulKips requires some additional Iciiislation. 

Yi)U will ol course cousaler die propriety of again leasing the 
ideniteiif i It' it is phiccd uinler the management of a War¬ 

den and subordinate o(lice>rs., a coneideraldc appropriation of 
money will be necessary for the pnrcliase of stock, cYc. In the 
event of sncii a ciianiro, a portion ot the labor of the convicts 
could be ad vantageousl y enjj)!oyed iii the manufacture of cotton 
and W(M)}, ae iljore is in the yard a largo and substantial house, 
wilfi an engine of am[)!c power, well suited to these branches of 
in lustry. lint here again an appropriation would be necessary 
for the pnrcliaso ol machinery; and however the labor of the 
convicts might be directed under the imrnediate supervision of V' 
Warden, unless he possessed all the tjnalifications of a manager; 
with unyielding integrity, the establishment would require cott' 
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tant aid from the Treasury for its support. As a measure of 
policy, the transfer of the Penitentiary with the labor of the con¬ 
victs to a lessee for a dehtiiie time, is hardly defensible in the 
abstract. Yet, if the State retain such a control over the lessee 
as will authorise the abrogation of his lease for breaches of duly, 
and subject him to a criminal prosecution for improper treatment 
of the convicts, it would perhaps be a les-'^er evil thus to dispose 
of the establishment than to return to the old mode of conduct' 
ing its operations. Certainly iln^ evil would be less, unless the 
General Assembly sliouln foiuinaie in the selection of a War¬ 
den, and are prepared to make liberal appropriations. If such a 
selection were made, the profits would reimbnrsf^ the appropria¬ 
tions. I incline to think it would t>c an in>|r overnent upon the 
present law, if the lcss(Xi were to stipulate the payri.-nif g cer¬ 
tain portion of the profits, ami the I(iS[)ectots weie invested, as 
the represf;ntat 1 vcs ol the Statr', with some control ovC' the ex¬ 


pend it n res. 

^J'he r('om that has heiettifore been nsod as a liospital is boi^ 
small and uncoinfortable, and co!ise(|r.eni ly nnsnitod to the es¬ 
tablishment. Within the [iresent yc'ar, the lessc-e, with the ap¬ 
probation of the 1 iispc’otors. lias ciocied a hnilding to he liere- 
after used as a h<'S'[af;d, which is wi'il afia[;t('(l to that p!ir|)ose. 

It IS ('(ntainly a l('ad!ng e.hjcrt of the Poimeniiary mode of 
pnni.shrm'iit to lefnin (frendc'r, and to iliat (nid tht^ pro{5er fa¬ 
cilities should liO Inrnislied the ccnivicis.

in causing an obst*rvanco of t he rules of the t'siahlishtnent. As 
his clerical and pastoral duties would reijiiiia; Ins entire time, ho 
should receive a just and reasonable compensation, payable (piar- 


Tliere is a small but well selected lilirary of religious worlts 
within the establishment, tlie most of which have been contrib¬ 
uted by benevolent individuals. Many of the convicts are fond 
of readnr^ and are desirous that their library should receive oc¬ 
casional additions. If it coiitained a greater variety of books, 
the inducement of the convicts to acquire knowledge would 
doubtless be sliinulatcd. I therefore recommend the appropria- 
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lion of one hundred dollars annually, to be expended under the 
direction of the Governor and Inspectors, in the purchase of 
books for the library of ilie Penitentiary. 

I would further suggest that the Physician should be appointed 
by the Inspectors, with the adv'ic(‘and consent of the Goveraor, 
The present mode of afipointnient makes him too dependent upon 
the lessee, to whom he is indebted for his position. In point of 
fact I am (juite sure tiie lessee never has attempted an unbecom¬ 
ing exercise of his power ; and 1 am etinally certain that the 
Physician has dischai-ged his duties conscientiously. 

In conseijnence of tfie dcfectivenc‘ss of human laws and human 
reason, and the uiicertaiiit y of testimony l)y which truth is ascer¬ 
tained, It siunetimes hafipeiis that tlie innoceni are found guilty, 
or that the (aiinsliment adjudged is dispr(»f)ortioned to the offence. 
And in the casi's of some of the convicts iti ih(* Penitentiary, it 
becomes necessary, as a means <d’ fireserving their lives against 
the eii’ecis (’ll’ a wasting eJncnic disease, or a reward for good con¬ 
duct, to shorten the period ol tinjirisonment In such cases, and 
perhaps othms I havo hdlowed the dictate of my best judgment, 
by exoi'f'ising ilie [lardoiiing |)nwer. tmdcu’ the fn m conviction 
that it was (juite as much (he duty oflln^ Governor to interpose 
his chuninicy in a proper case, as to see that the laws are faith¬ 
fully (*X( •ciited. ]\ly (iXfierienee npmi the bench convinces mo 
tliat it will mU do ('or the laxecntive to make the verdict and 
jndgmmit a har to Ins aetimi, "These ceitainly constitute a 
strong presiiupttinn against the applicant for a p)aidon, and cast 
on him tfie hnrthen of showing liis ap})iication is widl founded, 
but nothing more. 'Tlie I '.xecntive must act under his personal 
and odieial n^spoiisihi!it y, without permitting himself to be influ¬ 
enced hy the consideration that he may seem to manifest an ex¬ 
cess ofeiilnu steriiess <u’lomeiicy. 

Yon are aware that tlie State Lnhrary sustained serious losses 
by tlie. burning of thc^ 0;ij)ifol in December, 18d9. I have the 
pieasurt^ to inform you (liat these b^ssi^s will, no doubt, be repaired 
to some extent by (in pi icates of such IxMiks as liaci* been pub¬ 
lished under the antliority of Congress, and o( whicli there are 
an excess of copies belonging to the General G' vernment. 

It is very desirable (hat this Library slionld be greatly in¬ 
creased, not hy an appropriation of rmmey at present, but by ati 
exchange of such book's of which we have more copies than are 
necessary for the public, demand. "The powers of the Secretary 
of State in respect to this subject, under the act of February, 
1846, are restricted ; and if the General Assembly concurs witli 
me, it would be well to enlarge them. 

I would also suggest the propriety of requiring a catalogue of the 
books received from the other States, and now in the Library, to 
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be made up, and each State informed what books we have re¬ 
ceived from it, that it may, if cnrivenient, supply any deficiency. 

A history of Alabama has recently been published by one of 
her citizens, Col. A. .I. Pickett, who has em[)loyed much time, 
trouble and expense in the collection of facts, so as to make it a 
truthful narrative. 'The book is regarded highly creditable to 
the author and the Stale; and I respectfully suggest that a copy 
be presented to the Library of the Smithsonian Institute, to the 
Congressional I^ibrary, and to the Supreme Court I library at 
Washington, and toeacli of the United States and l^erritories of 
the Union, and that an appropriation be made to purchase thorn. 

The fifth cfiaf)ter of (he Military Code requires an annual re¬ 
turn to he mad(^ of the strengifi and condition of tlie militia of 
this State liulie Kxneiitive oflieo ; hut the only consr'qnence ol 
neglect on the part of Hie oflieerson whom Hiis duty is d'-voj ved, 
is a trial by a court martial wliich may result in tlie loss of an 
office neither profitahie nor very desirable. The (‘xpmise’S of a 
court martial have hitherto (irevtmted a resort to it. amJ the char¬ 
acter of the penalty, with the remote f>rol)al)ility of its infliction, 
liave been insnfile.icmt to niduee a pm'formance of duty. Would 
it not he iietter to niifiose a (locnniary penalty upon the otficors 
required to make lauin’iLs, aouuirding to their resp(‘ciive ranks, and 
require Hie SiMuaUary of S(ai(‘ to inform the Solicitor, or other 
prosecnling (dlicer of tin* several circuits, of inurry negh’ct to 
make a return to Hie Kxeentive ofiice. that pro.ei^edings may bo 
instituted by notice and motion for the rectivu'ry of Hie appiopri'- 
ate penalty ? 

Previous to I8o0, (he reinrns of the mil ilia show our strengtii 
to he something h'ss than forty-hve liionsand.

One copy of tins ahsiract was transmitted t(^ Hn' proper depart¬ 
ment at Whishimrion previous (<» the annual disiribnlion of ilio 
])ublic arms m that yuuar, under the act of Congress of 1808. atid 
iS tlie basis upon wliicii Hic quota of arms afor(‘said to (he State, 
was cnlnlated. His return for (his year shows the slKuigth to he 
r>8,007. 'riiere cmi Ijc l;nt little doubt luit onr militia numbers 
seventy-fjve or eighty (honsaiid. and onr deficient returns are 
still a loss to us annually of about fifteen hundred dollars in 
juiblic arms. 

Daring last year, the “Central Masonic Institute,” at Selma, 
received a part of the State's quota of arms, under the direction 
of a joint resolution of the legislaliiro ofJannnry, 1850. But tho 
muskets forwarded to the Institute were unsuitable for Cadf 3 ts and 
did not conform to the order given. Tho predecessor of Col, 
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Craig, the present head of the Ordinance Department, agreed to 
receive the muskets agait) at the United Stales Arsenal at Mount 
Vernon, where tlie Institute has undertaken to return them. I 
have ordered the same number of cadet muskets, which I am 
assured will soon be forwarded. When they arrive, the exchange 
will he ettected. 

Since ih(i last session of the General Assembly, repeated ap¬ 
plications have been made to me for rifles, cavalry arms and ca¬ 
det muskets, under the ertoneons iriipression that I was anth">r- 
ised tt) order ifieir delivery upon the execution of a bond with 
surety. 

There was a deficiency of arms in the arsenal of the proper 
deserifjiion to supply the, c(unpames for whom the last legislature 
made provisinn, and I have conseij ^.c?i)!ly ordei ed cavalry armc, 
(companies <»f that descnptieu being piovided f'r,) invoices of 
which have heon received, and their arrival at the arsenal may 
soon he (^xprTled. 

Considering the number of applications that have been made 
to th(i Kx(‘cniive, by schools and volonU'er milina companies, for 
the [)nhh(: arms, wiihm iIk? last two years, it would tie very wcl 
to iiupnrei wlnulier tlio present law on itie subject of their distr’.- 
bn{i<Hi reijuires modificaiion. 

The iiKrodnciion of military exercises into schools would cer- 
taiidy attract by its tiov(*l(y; and if itii' interest could he kept up, 
(a point on whic.h lam noi sntlicienily inforiiK^d to have an opin¬ 
ion,) it would assist th(3 cause of edtn’atiou, Kegnlar instructiot: 
in mdiiary tactics and exercist\s is apt to impress tlu^ cadets with 
a digiiifunl hf’aniiii, with a hecoming self-respect and a [iroper 
appreciation of the feelings of others. I do nnt ohject to any 
reasonaiile disposition ifiat may ho tlnnight host; but I would 
sngge>t the propriety of -etpnring a roiiewal of the bonds execn- 
ted for the safe keeping and reinrii ('f iIh^ fiiihhc arms once i::. 
five years, and oftinnu’, npim i[i(3 rerpii^ition of llie Governor, 
areinin is m’er contemplated. 

i vvoidd also suggest that ilie bonds of longer standing ifian five 
years, should he renewed, or the stifiiciency of the sureties, and 
their continnod residcmce within the Stalin re-con ified : ami i .. 
the event of a non-comphaitro. a return of the arms should be 
required, and the bond put m suit if they are imt delivered. 

It has been siqiposed by some persons that it would be mos". 
proper to permit a portion of the public arms to remain in th;.' 
arsenal, and the remainder to be distributed to Montgomery, Mo¬ 
bile and Huntsville, the municipal authorities of these corpora¬ 
tions stipulating for their safe-keeping, and re-delivery to the or¬ 
der of the Governor or the Legislature. I throw out these views 
rather as suggestions for consideration than positive recommend' 
ations. 
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The improvement of the navigation of our rivers, and the con¬ 
struction of rail roads, plank roads and other facilities for travel 
and transporfation, demand a large share of your deliberations. 
Our people have discovered that such enterprises are intimately 
connected with the prosperity of the Stare, and are awaking to 
their importance VViihin the last two years our lines of railroads 
fiave been greatly extended, plank roads have bdon projected, and 
several are now being rapidly co:»strncfed. What the same peri¬ 
od in the future may bring forth, it is difficult to predict. It is 
not, however, too much to assume that before the close of 1853, 
the Mobile and Ohio Rail Road will be completed to a point with¬ 
in the Stale of M ississipfii; that tfie Alabama and Tennessee 
River Rail Road will be in readiness for tfie locom()tivi‘ to quite 
as great an (extent, seiuns equally certain ; that Girard and Ope¬ 
lika, or some other poini soitih of Montgomery, will most proba¬ 
bly be connected by rail road, can hardly bo donl)led ; and that 
arrangements will be maimed to place beyond contingency a sim¬ 
ilar im (ireveinent from Montgomery to S loch ton, is altogether 
probable. 

North Alabama will not be inactive. Before the expiration of 
the period mentioned, the north-east corner of the Stale will be 
traversed about iwenty-five rndes by a road leading from the sea¬ 
board of Gei'iigia imd (yarolina to IVashvilhg witli lines extending 
and diverging. 'Pho 'rnscmnhia and Decatur Rail Road will he 
renovati'd, and the Mempfiisand Cyharlesfon Rail Road C/oinpany 
will enter upon its coiistrnciion with a s[)irii and energy iiidica- 
ling its complelion as speedily as so great an undertaking will coti- 
vcnitmily jiennit. 

Our rivers should be surveyed by a competent Biigineer, who 
siinukl make a minmo iep<irt of tlieir condition, sliowing what 
are the olistrnctions to their navigation by stiiall steamers, even 
at the lowest stag(^ of water: and whether the ohsiriKUions can 
be reiriovaul, and at wliat cost. We are admonished by the ex** 
j erieiice of the past, to make no ahsolnle apfiropriation of rrnvney’’ 
]n such cases, where we are not thus assinawl that the improve¬ 
ment is practicable and desirable, and can be completed at the 
estimale ; and certainly there shonhi be no expenditure which is 
not under the immediate direction of an Engineer ajipointed by 
and responsible to the State. 

Ill the aiitiimn of 1850, Professor Tourney, the State Geolo¬ 
gist, in the performance of his public duties, made au examina¬ 
tion of the Black Warrior from Tuscaloosa to Demopolis, at a 
very low stage of water. He reported that the only hindrance 
to its navigation by a small class of steamers at that time, was 
logs that had been floated and left in the channel during freshets, 
and an occasional reclining tree where the current passed near 
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the bank. The removal of these obstructions, it is believed, 
would not cost above ten thousand dollars. No examination has 
been made of the Tombeckbee above Dernopolis. 

Professor Tourney has made a recent examination of the 
Coosa fr(»ni WeUnnpka to its junction with the 'Tallapoosa, and 
of the Alabama from that point to Montgomery His report will 
show that there are two very unintportaiit obstructions between 
Wetnmjika and Montgomery, which it is only astonishing have 
not been removed long since. ^The material hindrances to unin¬ 
terrupted iiiierconrse between the former city and Mobile, will 
be found below Montgomery. 

No surveys have been made of the Tennessee, Alabama, Tom¬ 
beckbee or smaller streams, though it is very desirable that we 
should f)o.ssess tlie mrorrnaiion which a mniule examination 
would don hi less impart. 

I'fie part of Alabama using the upper Tombeckbee atu^ Black 
Warrior for their channels of communication will) the G..!f, have 
snflered nnudi greater nj(!onvenien(a', and, inde<'(i, losses, than the 
l^Iastern poi’lioii (d’ tlio State. On these rivers the passage of 
steamers of ordinary sizo is nsnally suspended from tl»e first ot 
June to the first of .lamiary ; conseipiently the cotton carried 
down them do{‘s not ht^gin to find its way to market until the last 
mentioned day; and does not all get down for sotm* mmilhs af¬ 
terwards. owing to the want of transportation to carry it immedi¬ 
ately Nor is this the only inconvenience; the supplies of pro¬ 
visions become so short that those who do not pnunire them in 
the spring aia* often furced to purchase in the interior at most 
exorbitant prices. 

To re.medv iliis inconvenient state of things, and to cause sur¬ 
veys to he made, [ advise the appointment of an engiiKuw of suit¬ 
able (]iialificaiions, with an aimual salary, pa\ able from tlie tliree 
per cent, tniid, wfio shall devote his eiiiirt^ time to tlie examina¬ 
tion of oiir rivers; coiTimenciiig In? work wliere tli(‘. itnprovement 
is most noeded. Tlial there may he no delay, wheoi tlie engi¬ 
neer reports the removal of ohstriiciioiis piaeticahle and not likely 
to return, at a small cost, a contingent ap[)ropriaiion might be 
made from (he three pm' cent, fund, for some o{ the objects re¬ 
ferred to. Of course the appropriation would all be apfilied and 
expended under the direction of the engineer. 

Although these approj)riaiions should be made from the three 
per cent, fund, yet if (hat fund is not in a condition to pay them* 
in consequence of appropriations to other objects, could there be 
any risk in making the advance from the State Treasury, and 
reimbursing it when that fund is realised ? 

By an act of Congress of September 20, 1850. ‘^granting the 
right of way, and making a grant of land in the States of lllinoiSv 
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Mississippi and Alabama, in aid of (he constriidfion of a Rail 
Road from Chicago to Mobile,’’ a large quantity of public land 
was granted to this Siate for the construction of the Mobile and 
Ohio Rail Rc^ad. This act contemplates the probability that a 
portion of the lands purporting to be granted may have been 
sold, or that ihe right of pre-emption had attached to it, and 
authorises the Govertnu' to appwnnl an agent to select other lands 
in lien of those ilnis situated. I’ht? act further provides that the 
lands thus granted shall he vsuhject to the disposal of the legisla¬ 
ture for the purposes exprc'ssed in it. 

In conijiliaiice witli tfie directions of the act, 1 appointed 
Marshall .1. 1). Baldu^vn, ilie agent of ihe Stale, to s(dect the 
lands as [provided. Mr Baldwyn has made i he select ions and his 
report lias been rectdvcd. He will doiibth^ss so complete the 
duties ef his agency tfial Ihe liiie to the lands designated, will 
j)ass froili the Lhnted States to ihe grantee. 

he length <)( the Mobile and Ohio Ktnl Road located within 
this Slat(* is sixty-six miles and twenty leei, and llu; qoaniiiy of 
lands granted by the act to aid its constriiru ion, is tfirei' hundred 
and ninefy->ix se(Mioiis and fourteen and a hall n(’res. I submit 
the sniqecl to the General Assembly lor the aj)[aopriate legisla¬ 
tion. 

I r(?fiew the recoaunemlation to address a rnernorial to Con¬ 
gress, asK'iiiga grant of a portion of the public lands rontignoiis 
to the Alabama and 'rennessef* River Rail Road, lo aid in its 
constrm’t ion. A similar r<'qnesr should i)t‘ rnade in favor of tiie 
Mcinpiiis and (/horh^stoii Rail Road, if there be public lands near 
its line ; and also in favor of a mad from (iirard Opelika, or to 
some jionit soiith of Monigotneiy, and from Montgomery to 
Stockton, sbiMild it be (ietennimai to construct fbr‘s«-* roads. 

It is very desirable that Moiirg(»niery and VVh’st Alal)ama should 
be connected by a plank mad passing through Shelby and Bibb 
counti<’s. by way of Tuscabmsa and (Carrollton, in a diieclmn to 
the ,Mo!)il(i and Ohio Rail Road, and that similar irn[iroveinents 
slionld he made from Gniifersvdie. and from a |)oint east of 
Grt^enspoit, (Ut ilie /Xiabama and '^Feiinessee Rail Road, by wav 
of lalytmi, l(^ iIk' West. Should eitlu*r (^f flieso enierprises be 
enrnesily pr-jeeted, I iliink they slioiiid be assisted by a grant of 
lands by (Jimgia^ss. 

The pnldic lands contiguous to ail these roads are generally un¬ 
suited to agriciiltiiral purposes and are mU likely to be purchased 
for many years, utdess the country should be improved by the 
constrnclion of ihe.se means of iuteroornmnnicaiion. In the 
speedy sale which tfie General Government would find for the 
lands retained, it woidd derive an ample equivalent for the grant. 
The experience of Alabama and her failures in works of inter- 
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nal improvement^wonld enable her to make a jndiciotis dfsposi- 
tion of these lands. The improvements, in their effect upon the 
prosperity and wealth of tlie State, would add greatly to the 
taxable property, and thus enable ns to reduce the heavy taxes 
with which we are necessarily burdened. Nor is this all. By 
facilitating the interconrso between the different sections of the 
confederacy, vve might, perhaps, icstore the frateitial feelings 
which have been greatly interrupted, and strengthen the weak¬ 
ened boinJs of niiion, 

I do iiot feed aniln^rised to advise the General Assembly to 
make any approjiriation, cither directly or indirectly, h(‘yond (he 
amount ot tlie Two and Per Cent. Funds, wiiicdi have 

been or may (lert'after bi* realised. Onr people, iiiflneiiCM'd by a 
just sens(^ of patriotic and iinnal duty, have cIk^ciTnII y snbmitled 
to a heavy tax, under the ciuifident ('A[)ectat nni that tlie public 
debt wa.'; ti) (a* paid as somi as a prr'ipf^r regard to other interests 
permiited ; and I should he ntiwillmg to see their patriotism put 
to a severer test. 

W have seen and felt the injniions conscfjnoneos of having a 
piivileL^ed land-Indder, wliose dofuain enihraei's, even at this 
time, iMMi'ly half tin* area in onr Static It is (ii^siraliU^ in every 
point of view liiat tin; lile of tin* (ieueral (bjVi'rnrDcnit to territo¬ 
ry wiiliiii otir limits should he mxtinjiiiislHnl-- ihat it slnoild pass 
into other hands and he sohject to Snatch clinrges. 1 therefore 
advise the adoption of a memoriai Jo Coiiiria'ss, j'rriying a gradu¬ 
ation ot the price of public lands on scab' s( rrmtlniig liK’e the 
foll(')wiiig : Lancis snl'j<*cl to entry for ten, filieen, twenty and 
twenty-five years, be red’ieed ; the first ti> one (hdlar pm' acre : 
the second to seventv-five cimis ; ilie third to sixty cimis ; and 
tlio fourth to fifty coins, dhiis redortinn would greatly increase 
for years the revenue of tin' Govmnmmit from lands; would 
cause inoch o( onr [loor lamls to hi* hrooghl into cultivation, 
which, under a propio system of tid i£r(% are siisot'pfihie of a high 
stale of on[irovonient, and would havSion tln^ disconnection of iho 
[Jnired States with onr land inles. 

If tlu^ liih^ of the General Government to tliose lands were ex¬ 
tinguished, and tliey were su()jectcd to taxation, we could col¬ 
lect, by a direct tax, a fund for ommnii Sfdmols—for a Hospital 

for the insam-for lln^ education of the. blind and deaf and dumb. 

But restricted as we are as to the sources of revenue, by the pro¬ 
prietorship of tliis great land-holder, have we not a clairn upon 
the General Governmeiit, foiinded in moral justice, to aid ns? In 
my jmiginent, we should ask of Congress liberal grants of the 
public lands toaid these interesting »rbjects of Slate regard. 

The act of December, 1823, to establish the Bank of the State 
of Alabama provides, that the money accruing to this State by 
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the Three Per Cent. Fund on lands sold and to be sold by the 
United States, shall conslitute a part of the capital of thal Bank. 
This diversion of the fund from the purposes contemplated by the 
compact between the United States and this State, resulted in 
the loss of a portion of it ; and 1 suggest whether, if the State is 
not bound to repair the loss, it should not return to the fund so 
much of the investment in the Bank as was saved from the 
wreck. 

With a view to encourage investments in projects of internal 
improvenietit, a tax should not he itnposed on the sums actually 
invested, but on the profits realized. 

In March last, I was informed by two physiciaUvS resident in 
Barbour coutiiy, that the srnall-pox had been introduced into that 
county, and requested to take OK^ans “to prevent a communica¬ 
tion of tli(^ infect ion, and for the aid and comfort of the sick.” I 
immediately authorised and requested Jefiersoii Buford, Esq., and 
other prurient and responsilile individuals, living near the seat of 
the disease, to endeavor to arrest its progress by vaccination, and 
to provide for the coinfoii or ilie sick, I havu* received no 

report from these gentlemen of expenditures, which the persons 
for whom they made provision have not reimlmrsed. 

Since the last session of thtr Legislature, the Surveyor of the 
Public Lauds in tins Stale, in ohiuiienee to instruct ions from the 
jiroper [.)('|)aritne!it at Wasliingtou. has transferred to the State 
the Ijoolvs, ma})s, ^Lc., [)er(aming to the survey of tliese lands : 
and ac(!oiding to the direct ions of a .loint llesolntion (d’January. 
1850, they liave been deposited in the office of the Secretary of 
State. 

An emunerafimi of the inliabitants of the several counties of 
tliis ►"date lias been taken, as directed by the act of January, 
1S50, and it will be your duty toa{)portion tiie Senators and Re¬ 
presentatives. as provided liy the constitution, and to re-arrange 
the Coimressiimal Districts, should yon deem it proper. 

By an act of February 4, 1850, I was requested to procure 
“the balonees iniendvd for the adjustment of slaiuJard \veight.«5 
and measures,” heretofore appro[)nated to this State by the Gen¬ 
eral Government. Shortly after the passage of that act, T open¬ 
ed a correspotideiice with the Superintendent of the office of 
Weights and Measures, who gave special directions in respect to 
the house necessary to receive and preserve the balances, under¬ 
taking to send them with an individual who would ptU them up 
and adjust them. Knowing that there was no suitable building 
for their reception at the University, I brought the subject to the 
attention of the 4’rnstees, at their meeting in July, 1850, who 
declined to make any af)propriation fora house ; but the Faculty 
declared their willingness to keep the balances in good order, if

they were placed in a suitable bouse under their care. It is pro¬ 
posed to deliver and put up the balances without charge; under 
such circumstances, we should not refuse to receive them. We 
have the authority of the Superintendent, that they can only be 
preserved and retain their exactness by the watchful care of some 
one possessing qualifications, such as may be found at our Uni¬ 
versity ; and then only in a house of peculiar consiruciion. The 
house is by no means costly, and I therefore advise the appropri¬ 
ation of a sum adeqtiate to its erection. 

The duties devolved upon me in respect to the report of the 
State Geologist have all been performed. 

Under the act of the last session ‘-To ])rovide for the selec¬ 
tion of School lands in lieu of Sixteenth Sections in the Chick¬ 
asaw purchase,” 1 appointed, in February, 1850, Samuel Corsbie, 
a member from Franklin county in the last Legislature, agent of 
the State, to select the lands to which tliat act and several previ¬ 
ous acts on the same sniqect refer. 

Mr. (a made his return to the Fxecutive office during my ab¬ 
sence from the seat of government, and reported selections in tlie 
Land District of Na<*liitoctics in the Stale of Lmiisiana. This 
report, and also an account of seventy five days’ services in the 
performance of tlie duties of his agency, weia^ ven'ified by Mr. C.; 
and by my advice two huudrt^d and twenty-five dollars were paid 
to him. 

Very soon .after tln^ return was inadC; 1 gave notice to the Reg¬ 
ister of the Fatid Odice at Natcliitoches (V the sidections, and 
also requested the Commissioner of the General Land Office to 
direct a withdrawal of the lands from sale. Idle latter complied 
with niy laapunsi, and the (orrner acknowledged the receipt of my 
letter, stating tfiat parts of the selected lands had been sold more 
than ten years befin-e the selections, 

1 also sent hlanlc comrnlesions to i\Iarion and Franiclin coun¬ 
ties, and re((!iested tlie iiiseriion of the names of conijoetent per¬ 
sons in eachoftiie lownshijos interested, to iiold an election upon 
the acceptance or rejection of the lands seleclf'd for them respec¬ 
tively. In Marion the commissions wore completed, and in two 
of the townshi})S (lie selections were accepted as to so ranch of 
the lauds as had not been previously sold. Of tlie selections for 
one township, eiglity, and for the other, one hundred and twenty 
acres had f)eeii sold. 

I have written to Mr. Corsbie, informing him of the errors of 
his report, and inquiring if he would complete the selections; but 
have received no answer. I have also written to several persons 
in Franklin, requesting them to learn Mr. C.’s intentions, and in¬ 
form me ; but these letters are also unanswered. If the duties of 
the agency are not performed, steps will be taken to recover the 
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money paid, unless it shall be ascertained that a judgment will’ 
be unavailing. 

Iij the meantime, I would suggest the propriety of asking Con¬ 
gress to exietid tlie lime of making the selections; and so mod¬ 
ify the existing laws upon the snbject as to permit the selections 
to be made by the commissioners of ifie respective townships, or 
an agent of the State, wittiont requiring the vote of the inhabi¬ 
tants ot tho townships iM)on tfte question of accejUance. 

The cornmissioiiers appointed [)y the last legislainre to con¬ 
tract for the rebuilding of tfie Slate House, will submit their re¬ 
port to you at an early day. In the meantime, I would suggest 
the propriet y of causing t fie fionse to be insured as soon as may be. 

It was shown to me by saiisfacinry evidence, tfun more than 
one-fitfh of tin? first section of ifie Alabama atrd Tennessee River 
Hail Road had Ixuo'i graded, a.ud I theref«>re directed the proper 
proportion of ttn; AAvo and I'liree per Cent, bhinds, aj)pi’opri.ated 
to that sec!ion by the act of February, 1S5(), to be paid to the 
company, and have received the certificate of slock iherefoig 
which I have caused to be deposited with the Comptroller of Pub¬ 
lic Acconiits. 


In obedience to tlie instructions of the legislature, I caused 
neat mtnbb; olie.lisK'S, u idi inscripf ions cieemed appro[>ri;ife, to be 
placed over the graves of Fliili[) S. Glover and VVoodson Norlii- 
cut, late members of ibe Honso of’ llepreseniativos. 

I liave also to remai ir, that, as iusirncted by a Joint Resolution 
of December 4, 1819. I pn^enred a block of Alabama marble, oL

AMie lands, for ific sale of which the act of’ February, ISAO^ 
‘‘ To locale lands for valueless Si.xleentn Sections,” provided, 
have all been selected and sold, as you will be* more specially 
itiformed by the Comptroller. 1 respectfully suggest whether 
some legislation is not necessary to prescribe what townships? 
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should be the beneficiaries of the fund Fealised from the sale of 
these lands, and the scale of its distribution. 

There were other duties devolved upon me by the legislature,^ 
cither singly or in conjunction with the Comptroller, ^'reasurer, 
or Trustee and Commissioner,&,c. The former, I believe, have 
all teen performed, and the reports of the officers will show that 
the latter have received the f)roper attention. 

In June last, the Hon. tSilas Parsons resigned his office of 
Judge of the Supreiyie Courts and the vacancy was snp[)lied by 
the appointment of the Hon. Danied (.^ileman his successor. 
About the sann^ time, the Hon. David G. Ligon resigned the 
olfice of Chancellor ot ihe N(»rthern Division of Alabama, and 
E. D. Townes was appointed his sitccesscw. 

t 1 slionid disappoint expectatii'U, if 1 closed this commu¬ 
nication witfiont alliujiiig ro one other subject of absorbing inte-- 
rest, not only to Alabama, but to every Slate in ibe Union, I 
hardly need say, f refer to the great sectional question w Inch has 
for years agitated tlie American Ccnifedeiacy, and somewhat 
estranged some of its moml ers from each other, and the duty of 
Alabama in the present [)ostme of affairs. 

It is not my ))nrp(»se to speak of th.e enactments of Congress 
whicli, ci>ilectivei-y, have bet*n designated iIk; Co'wproniian Meas¬ 
ures. Ili an address to the public, more tl.an twelve months 
since, I expressed my views in respect to those acts, and have 
had no occasion to change tlie Oj)inions I then annonneed. 

Nor will I at this time discuss the slavery question, or the 
rigliis of the States in a coiiiroversy with tlie General Govern- 


moiit. vSbonld I hereafter deem it a duty to consider these- 
grave topics, I slial! not hesita.ie tt> express my opinion with be¬ 
coming fraii.kness to tbiJ General Assembly. 

In tiio meantime, bu it H'ot be inicned tb.at I think wo should 
do notliiii:'' to conntvn’voil (im anta.conistri oi'tlie a!)oliiioii and 
iree-soi! in tercels at t lie Xortb—interests wliicli i regard as iden¬ 
tical, aiming at the eonsnmmai ion <d' the same cm! ; the latter

boldly, the former insidionsly and under a disguised policy, 
several of tbe free .States these classes have a conimaiidmg i 
cnee, and not only denfamce, in their p-rimary and legislative 
assemblies, the Sonthern Inst it iitii'/U as a great moral evil, and 
those who arc conneclCLi with it, as ofrenders against tlie laws ot 
God, hnt discoiirag(3 or oopose the exeention oi the only compro¬ 
mise measure for wliich the Siaithern people have any peculiar 
solicitude. Co-operaiion on the part ot the South could make 
those States feel our power by measures entirely legitimate and 
peacefVd. The regiilaliou of commerce between the States, or 
the United States and a toreign country, it must be conceded, per¬ 
tains to Congress j and tfiat it is incompetent for a State legisla- 
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ture to directly subject to its revenue laws merchandise within 
its ports, until it is commingled with the property of the people 
of the State like other property. But when this transmutation 
of condition takes place, it then becomes subject to the local law 
it puts off the character of an import, and the right to tax it be¬ 
comes clear. 

The second section of the fourth article of the Constitution ot 
the United States declares that “the citizens of each State shall 
be entitled to all the privileges and immunities of citizens in the 
several States.” Perhaps a fair construction of this provision 
would inhibit the imposition of a higher tax on articles brought 
here for sale by citizens of other States, than is paid by our 
own peo[)le iir)on onr own products or manufactures of a similar 
description ; but ibis is the only eth^ct of tlie constitutional pro¬ 
tection. Upon a sale wilfiin our limits it would be cotnptuent to 
impose a bis;bi3r lax iban nrinn the same thing j)rodnced or manu¬ 
factured in onr own State or abroad. 

I certainly would mn advise the passage of any bill, which 
public opinion does not entirety apjirovt^. But, if th(i popular 
voice will sanction it, I should consider it a nie.asnia^ ('f expedi¬ 
ency to im[)ose a discritniuafing lax nf)on the products and 
manufacturers of tier Slates that have proved tbennselvvs recreant 
to the performance ot’coiistituiioiial duty, whenever they become 
subject to our revenue laws. 1 consider it tht* duty of tbe? South 
to avail lu'rselT of her great resources, and c('>nce!!tratc her weallli 
at borne, that she may aeopjire inciarased resiiectability and influ¬ 
ence, and ditfiise among the masses of her peojile a biglier degree 
ofcomlort and itidt'pendeiKan 

The producing fmee of Alabama is '[uite sntbeient for all ])nr- 
poses ; and every adilitinii has tiie Uuidency to inereasi* the mar¬ 
ketable products, and cnnsfri|uou(iy t<i defness prices. It, instead 
ofcoiifiiiuiug the ceaseless round of buying in^gn'ies to make 
cotton to buy more negroies to make more cotton and cxiiaust 
the lands, our piaiitors would diversify the {‘mploymeut of their 
capital, llu'v w<mld be tar more indej^endent ; money would bo 
more abuiidaiit ; ilie country would exhibit greater evidences ot 
tbrilt, and wdiite larborers would find work at remunerating 
prices. 

Why may not Alabama niannfactnrc not only for llie home 
demand, but for exportation, cotton soods, heavy woollens, iron, 
cS6C. ? The raw materials are abundant and at hand, at a less 
price than they will command at the North ; and labor loo, 
whether free or slave, is cheaper. If with tliese advantages we 
cannot successfully compete with the industry of the North, let 
the failure be charged to defective management. 

Is it not strange that the South, which furnishes much the 
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greater part of the exports of the United States, with but a small 
portion of its resources developed, should tamely yield to the North 
both the export and import trade, and instead of bringing directly 
from abroad to her own ports the proceeds of her products, should 
consent to pay tribute to an intermediate class of merchants to the 
amount of millions. This course of trade is a standing and well 
grounded rebuke to Southern inactivity. It detracts from South¬ 
ern character, and induces our Northern brethren to regard all our 
threats and demonstrations of self-reliance as mere vaporing. 
It is humiliating to contemplate it, and disreputable to us longer 
to tolerate it. 

Why should not the Southern cities on tide water become im¬ 
porters as well as exporters? Cotton, rice, tobacco and wheat 
are marketable jiroducts in the South, greatly in demand every 
where, and will purchase as readily as bullion whatever we re¬ 
quire from abroad. By yielding to the Northern States the carry¬ 
ing trade we have gradually ceased to import for ourselves; and 
the navigation laws have been so adjusted as to favor such a re¬ 
sult. Our merchants should become proprietors of shipping, and 
consequently our carriers. The amount paid by the South to 
our Northern cities in the form of profits on goods imported from 
abroad would very soon supply us with quite as much shipping 
as is needful. 

Charleston, Savannah and Richmond have caught the spirit, 
and seem determined to set up for themselves instead of paying 
tribute to intermediate operators. Baltimore long since would 
have supplied the demand of the South for merchandise, had not 
our merchants most unnaturally continued to go further north. It 
cannot be that Mobile will still sleep on with her immense ex¬ 
ports of cotton, with her growing lumber trade, with her trade in 
coal and naval stores yet in its infancy, but susceptible of ex¬ 
pansion to any extent. Why should not New Orleans, with an 
export trade unequalled in extent or variety, supply the almost 
unlimited extent of country whose products naturally seek an 
outlet down the Mississippi, with what the people there want 
from abroad ? Nothing hinders her but the proper direction of 
capital and enterprise. She certainly has enough of the former, 
which can always put the latter in requisition. The South is so 
good a customer of the carrying interest in the transportation, of 
her products, that she may always employ shipping, no matter 
where owned, to bring back her imports. 

It may be that the terms of credit in foreign markets may not 
be so convenient as in our Northern cities to the course of deal¬ 
ing in the South. However this may be, there can be no diffi¬ 
culty in bringing about an accommodation, if, instead of central- 
4 
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izing our means at the North, we were to concentrate them at 
home. 

Why is it that Liverpool should be almost the only foregin 
mart for our cotton, and British capitalists should dictate its price 
both at home and abroad? The continuance of this state of 
things is certainly the result of an indisposition to strike out new 
channels of commerce, and the want of effort to establish a di¬ 
rect trade with other countries that purchase onr| great staple in 
some form in England. If our customers were increased, and 
competition stimulated, there can be little doubt that prices 
would be steadier, and the planter more justly remunerated. In¬ 
stead of yielding up the markets of the coniinent to British enter¬ 
prise, would it not be far better to open a direct intercourse with 
Hamburg, Amsterdam, and the other great commercial cities of 
the continental Europe, and extend our trade with France ? A 
large quantity of our cotton could be manufactured into yarns at 
home—employment thus given to our laboring people—the costs 
of transportation diminished, and the profits of the producer in¬ 
creased. 

To produce the results which I consider important to improve 
the condition of the South, and to give to her greater indepen¬ 
dence and power, it is necessary that the producing and consuming 
interests should give an impetus to the change. Let them make 
an earnest, united, and persevering movement, and the end will 
be accomplished much sooner than is generally supposed. But 
so long as they are quiescent and inactive, our merchants will en¬ 
counter obstacles and discouragements which will most probably 
retard their progress, if not entirely defeat their purposes. 

In presenting these views I have been influenced less by a section¬ 
al feeling than a desire to advance the South to a degree of pros¬ 
perity, to which her great resources, aided by well directed effort, 
entitle her to aspire. I have always regarded the citizens of the 
United States, whether living upon the Aroostook or the Rio 
Grande, the Atlantic or the Pacific, as my countrymen, and would 
not willingly contribute to an estrangement of the different sec¬ 
tions from each other. Self-protection, however, is not only a 
paramount right, but a duty. 

Hoping that your present session my be distinguished by har¬ 
mony, and a devotion to the public interest, I pledge you my cor¬ 
dial co-operation in all proper measures that tend to promote the 
welfare of Alabama and prepetuate a union of the States upon 
the principles of the Constitution.

Mr. Speaker laid before the House a communication from the 
Secretary of State transmitting the returns of the federal cen¬ 
sus, which were referred to the Committee on Congressional Ap¬ 
portionments. 

Mr. Phillips offered the following resolution, which was adopt¬ 
ed : 

Resolved, That it be referred to the Committee on Internal 
Improvement, to report to the House a complete history of the 
two and three per cent, funds, showing the amounts received from 
the government of the United States, what amount is still claimed 
to be due from them, and the different appropriations already made 
by the State out of said funds. 

Mr. Byrd offered the following resolution : 
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Resolved^ That a select committee of seven members be ap¬ 
pointed to prepare a joint memorial to Congress, for a grant of 
the public lands in the State of Alabama, or alternate sections of 
the same, or so much thereof as Congress may grant to the State 
for the purposes of Education and Internal Improvements—two 
thirds of the proceeds of the sale or the interest thereon to be ap¬ 
propriated to the education of the children in the townships whose 
sixteenth section funds are inadequate to accomplish that object, 
and the other third to be applied to the improvement of the navi¬ 
gable rivers and the construction of railroads and other high¬ 
ways. 

Mr. Manasco moved to amend said resolution by striking out 
so much thereof as requires one-third of the land or proceeds of 
the land to be devoted to internal improvements, and requiring 
the whole amount to be devoted to the purposes of education. 

The amendment was adopted, and the resolution as amended 
was adopted. 

Messrs. Byrd, Manasco, Campbell, Nicholas Davis, Jones, 
Oates and Shelley compose the committee raised under said re¬ 
solution. 

Mr. Campbell offered a joint memorial to the Congress of the 
United States, praying for a grant of land for educational purposes, 
which was referred to the committee above named. 

Mr. M. A. King offered the following resolution which was 
adopted : 

Resolved^ That the committee on the capitol be instructed and 
authorised to employ some skillful architect to examine the roof 
of this building and prevent it from leaking. 

Mr. Cooper offered the following resolution, which was adopt¬ 
ed: 

Resolved^ That the census returns of the several counties in 
this State, taken by order of the United States Congress and re¬ 
ported to this House by the Secretary of State, be referred to the 
select committee on congressional apportionment ; and that said 
committee be instructed to prepare a tabular statement of the 
total population of each county in the State as shown by said re¬ 
turns, giving the number of white inhabitants, of the number of 
slaves and the number of free colored persons in separate columns, 
and have one hundred and fifty copies thereof printed for the use 
of the general assembly.

So Mr. Henry W. Collier having received a majority of all the 
votes polled in the State of Alabama on the first Monday in Au¬ 
gust, 1S51, as appears by the legal returns, Mr. Speaker declared 
him to have been duly and constitutionally elected Governor of 
the State of Alabama for the term prescribed by the constitution. 

The Senate then withdrew to their chamber, and then the 
House adjourned until to-morrow morning, at 10 o’clock. 

Saturday, November 15, 1851. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment.

Mr. William P. Davis offered the following amendment to the 
rules of the House, which lies over one day under the rules: 

“ 44. No bill or joint resolution shall be received or acted on 
unless the caption indicates the subject matter of said bill or joint 
resolution.” 

Mr. J. W. Davis presented the account of James H. Owen : 

Mr. Bulger, the account of Joseph Johnson and F. Sparks : 

Mr. Woolsey, the account of E. W, Sanders : 

Which were severally referred to the Committee on Accounts. 

Mr. Henderson presented the petition of Elsberry Fails, and 

Mr. Campbell, the petition of William B. Locke ; 

Which were severally referred to the Committee on Proposi¬ 
tions and Grievances. 

In the matter of Elijah Harman, of Hancock county, Mr. Wat¬ 
kins, from the Committee on Privileges and Elections, to whom 
was referred the certificate of election of Elijah Harman and the 
resolution of Mr. Lea in relation thereto, made the following 
report: 

The Committee on Privileges and Elections, to which a certi¬ 
ficate of the election of Elijah Harman, as a Representative from 
the county of Hancock, was referred, have had the same under 
consideration and instruct me to report that in its investigation of 
5 



the subject, the duty lias devolved upon it of giving construction 
to the 9th section of the 3d article and the 16th section of the 
6th article of the Constitution, so as to obviate an apparent conflict 
between them—the first providing for an apportionment of Re¬ 
presentatives, (not exceeding one hundred nor less than sixty,) in 
which each county should have at least one Representative— 
and the other making the right of suffrage and representation of 
newly made counties depend upon numbers. 

The committee is of opinion, that by viewing the Constitution 
as an entire thing, the several parts of which were intended by 
the framers of that instrument to operate in such a manner as to 
preclude a conflict, and by giving such a construction to its several 
parts as would allow each part to operate in harmony with the 
rest, no difficulty will arise in reconciling said sections. 

The 9th section of the third article directs, 1st. That the 
General Assembly shall cause an enumeration of tlie inhabitants 
of the State to be made at intervals of six years. 2d. That the 
General Assembly at ^e first session after such enumeration 
shall fix the whole number of Representatives and apportion them 
among the counties, &c., entitled to separate representation, ac¬ 
cording to their respective number of white inhabitants. 
3d. That the apportionment, when made, shall not be subject to 
alteration until the census shall thereafter be taken. 4th. That 
the whole number of Representatives shall never be less than 
sixty nor more than one hundred—and 5lh, by way of proviso, 
that each county shall be entitled to at least one Representative. 
The provisions contained in this section, that the whole number 
of Representatives shall be fixed and apportioned at the first session 
after an enumeration of the inhabitants, and that the whole num¬ 
ber of Representatives shall never be less than sixty nor more 
than one hundred, seem clearly to indicate, that one of the lead¬ 
ing objects contemplated by the adoption of said section, was 
the restriction of the number of the representative branch of the 
legislature within the limit of sixtj'’ on the one hand and one 
hundred on the other. In other words, that they were intended to 
inhibit'at all times the fixing a number less than sixty and as 
a prohibition at all times against extending the number beyond 
one hundred, either at the time of apportionment or any other 
time. The proviso must be construed as a condition to or quali¬ 
fication of the section to which it is attached, and the opinion of 
the committee is, that it simply guarantees to each of llie coun¬ 
ties existing at the time of an apportionment at least one Repre¬ 
sentative, and not at any other time. 

The 16th section of article 6th relates to the creation of new 
counties, and among other things provides that Every new 
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county, as to the right of suffrage and representation, shall be 
considered as a part of the county or counties from which it was 

taken, until entitled by numbers to the right of separate represen¬ 
tation.” ^ 

This section when taken by itself seems to favor the idea, that 
the right of a new county to representation depends upon the 
number of its inhabitants at the time, but as the framers of the 
Constitution must have had in view all of the other provisions of 
it at the same time, and as they could not have intended that 
the one part should render another nugatory, it is the opinion of 
the committee that they contemplated that new counties should 
not be entitled to separate representation until an enumeration of 
their inhabitants should be made agreeably to the requirements of 
the 9th section of the 3d article, and then only upon an appor¬ 
tionment made upon such enumeration by the General Assembly, 
which has the power to fix the whole number. Such is its opin¬ 
ion, because no other legal or constitutional mode is fixed than 
that contained in said 9th section, by which the number could be 
ascertained which would entitle them to representation. The 
committee cannot believe that the 16th section of article 6 was 
intended to have the effect under any contingency that might arise 
of increasing the number of the representative branch beyond one 
hundred—as would be the case if the member from Hancock was 
admitted. 

Entertaining the views above set forth, as to the construction 
of the aforementioned sections of the Constitution, and being sat¬ 
isfied that any other view would fail to reconcile the apparent 
conflict between said sections and do violence to the declaration 
that the whole number should never exceed one hundred, the 
committee instruct me to report as the result of their deliberations 
that the newly created county of Hancock is not entitled to sepa¬ 
rate representation agreeably to its understanding of the Consti¬ 
tution, and that the said Elijah Harman, whose credentials have 
been referred to it, cannot be admitted to a seat as a Representa¬ 
tive from said county. All of which is respectfully submitted.

A. King, from the select committee to wliorn was re¬ 
ferred the resolution to provide a seal and flag for the State of 
Aikbama, refiorted as a substitute therefor joint resolutions to 
provide a seal and flag for tlie Stale of Alabama and for other 
purposes, which, vv,ere read and.ordered, lo a..second-reading.

county, afid for other purposes, reporied a substitute therefor. 
The bill and subslinite were, on rtiotlon of Mr. Gboper^ recoiH"^ 
mi tied. 

Mr. Earnest, from the Committee on Divorce and Alimony, re-* 
ported a bill to divorce certain'persons therein* named; Said bill* 
was read and ordered to a second readins:. 

Mr. Philltps, from the Committee on Internal rmpFOvernent. 
made the hdlowing. report : 

In obedience to a resolution passed by the House, directing 
this Committee to report a system of Internal Improvement ad¬ 
apted to the wants of the people of Alabama I am instructed to 
present the following report and bdl, and earnestly to recommend 
to the House their adopt ion and f)assage. 

The history of Alabama, from the birth of the State to fhc 
present period, exhibits tiot otie serious aiumipt on ilie part of the 
Legislature to advatjce the great interests of agriculture, com¬ 
merce or manufactures. which, by the form of our government, 
are subject to its protection and control 

The convention which framed our present constitution, though 
not illumined by the spirit of progress which so distinguishes 
our immediate era, was not unmindful of the vigilant aid and 
protection wliicli these great interests demanded at the hands of 
the liegislainrc. The ccnistitmioti which it ordained declares, 
in explicit terms, that The General Assernbly shall make pro- 
■vision by law for obtaining correct knowledge of the several ob¬ 
jects proper for inrproveinent in relation to the tiavigable waters, 
and to the roads in this State, atid for making a systematic and 
economical application of the means appropriated to those ob¬ 
jects.” 

Notwithstanding this solemn injunction and admonition, the 
Legislature lias proceeded without any regard to the duty which 
it owed to the citizens or any respect for the obligations of the 
constitution ; and as far as we are informed, it has never expen¬ 
ded one dollar of its own treasure for the advancement of any 
great work of improvement. 

The condition of Alabama has rapidly changed in the short 
period of her existence. She is no longer a frotitier State; she 
has cast off the wilderness and bared her bosom to the yearly de¬ 
mands of the husbandman. 

Fertile as her soil is admitted to be, yet this is no guarantee^ 
against that impending barreness which is stire to follow the ex¬ 
hausting and imgraceful system of culture which prevails almosit 
mtiv^rsally within her borders. 
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Other States are rich because they are old, but our destiny 
geems to be to grow old and poor together. 'Tlie progress of ouf 
agricnltuiists is marked by exhausted and deserted fields ; and 
the caravan of the emigrant ifells the fate of a youtjg State, fallirsg 
into premature decay and deserted for fresher lands, which, in 
turn, will probably be doomed to the same fate. 

If Aiahania wishes to becorno a [)rosperons Slate, she mu.st 
sustain her ecpialily in the prtx’jecntion of tfit»se nTipr'>vementj» 
which are adding wealth and power to so many of ilie States ol 
the Union. She must by a wise and liberal f)olicy, anchor her 
citizens to the soil ; she must answer the argnrnent, that it i»; 
easier to go further for new lands ilian stay and tnannre old ones. 
This she can do by furnishing to her citizens the coiiveniencej- 
and profiis which an enlightened system of interiial improve¬ 
ment will afford. 

Give to all parts of the State an easy access to market ; an¬ 
nihilate distance between its exiremest p(dfits by rapid means of 
travel, atid thins take the burthen trorn the back ot the agricnl- 
Inrisf, and in the free interchange lif opinions arising fioniafrce 
coinrniihion, rousnhdaie the interests of the Stale. 

'l*he advantages thus afforded *vould greaiiy couuterbalanre 
with the belter portions of the popiilatnui tin* desire f(»r wander¬ 
ing to the “ far west and home will become a chtuished spot, 
and the name of Alabama itself an inheriianee. 


'fho bill which ilie committee has the honor to present, in i»s 
opinion, most deliberately formed, is called for by ttie demand:'ot 
liie peo[)le of the Slate, and if adopted, would he the ineepiiou 
of that new era in our Legislatme which is desiined to [dace 
Alabama at the head of the plaiitalion Slates.

<lovernthent three years, as the above acconiil is made np to 
31st IK'cetribcr, 1818. As this is unascertained, it is not con- 
fidered necessary to assume any given amonnt. 

In tin* opinion of the Comrniifee, the appropriations of the 
hill are such as to commend tlieiiisel ves to ihc favorable considera¬ 
tion of the House. 

Tlie chief sum in this iist is the subscription of $*200,000 to 
the construction of the read from the point at or near Gunter’s 
l.andnig, on the 3’ennesseo, to Gadsden, on the Coosa river. 
This road, ihoiigli only Iniiy-one miles in length, is the most 
difficnlt amJ costly of any equal length of road now contem¬ 
plated in this Stale. It is the link whicli connects North Alabama 
with the somhern portion of the Stale, and will make ns one 
f»eople in fact, as we are now only in name. It is, therefore, 
very justly looked to whh the deepest interest; and though the 
*nm IS large, it is considered due to the magintudo of the under¬ 
taking, It must, njoreover not be forgotten that the sum is not 
taken from tfic money of the Stale, but is only a partial pay- 
ineni made by the Stale out ef a trust fund. 

The only aid asked the Slate by this bill is the loan of its 
credit to the extent of two fnil(i«>ns—not by the issuing of Slate 
bonds, hut by tlie emlorsernent of the bonds of the four com¬ 
panies therein named in equal portions. 

The Committee fully recognises the satisfaction which is every 
where felt in the great decrease of the public debt, and would 
he very far from recommending a system, which, in their opin¬ 
ion, would lead to tlie re-embarassment of our State finances. 
It is, however, satisfied that the seeurity afforded by the bill is 
the most ample chameler. 

If the proposition were now presented, that the State shonld 
construct these roads, and pay their entire cost out of the State 
it could be easily demonstrated, that ihp increased 
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itaxalion, arising from increased values iti rthe State, and the 
^saving of the enormous charges upon the production and con- 
rsumption of har^citizens, would, in a very few years, return into 
►the Treasury every dollar paid out for their construction. 

But your Committee does not recornineiid this. On.the con¬ 
trary, it'believes thedrue policy-to be to permit these vuoi ks to 
^ke their rise in private ^enterprise and skill, and for the'State to 
come to their aid when individual capital iis so far involved as to 
give a gtiaraniee that the work wiil be eeoiiomicaU;y ^prosecuted 
and the State made safe in the assistance afforded. 

The Committee has asked for the most limited assistance that 
could be presented to the consideration of the House. It the 
legislature is disposed to extend any aid at all, it will not hesitate 
to adopt the provisions of this bill. 

The application now.made, though navel in Alabama, is far 
behind the action of our co-states upon thisaubject. Selecting 
a few.of-the States as an illustration, Ave find in the South, the 
State-of “South^Carolina the pioneer on ^thie>snbject, leading out 
her great road from Charleston to Augu^;ia, which is now extend¬ 
ing it-s (branches -in every direction, aided by the most liberal 
tspirit on tile part of the legislature of that Slate.

These are a few of the Stairs lhai have pursued the enlight¬ 
ened policy which the .Committee now urges upon this legisla- 
iture, the jruit < of that policy are to be seen in the increased 
prosperity ih^y now enjoy. 

Alabama, from her geosraphioal position, may become the 
great highway for all ihe improvemPiMs wbioh run from the 
Northeast to the SAUthwBst. It depends upon the energymf her 
^citizens and the policy of vher leghiiation, whether she will take 
^^advantage of this fiosition and improve the rich store entrusred to 
Iher, whether she tAdllsstand ,suli aud .behuld ucmovced 
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haiistion «fF her soil and the emigration of her citizens and 
yield, without a striitrgle, the profits of her remnant of agri¬ 
culture and commerce'to enrich other States and bndd up foreicrn 
cities that add nothing to her strength and pay no tribute for her 
(protection. 

Believing'thar public sentiment in this State is now fully aroused 
to the importance of this subject, the Committee submit with 
hope and confidence the accompanying bill.

Stale, Your ininoriry believe that the proposition of the major* 
ity of your rommiltee to add but one judge is inexpedient, be¬ 
cause it would- be atj nunsual number to preside in a court of 
high appellate jurisdiction, uiiprecedented, as your minority be¬ 
lieve, in tlie hi&tory of jurisprudence. Also, for the reason that 
the courts would thereby consist of four members, and whenever 
the opinion of its members should* be equally divided' on any 
case snbmitl»^cl to them, that the decision of ilie court would 
only be the law for that parlionlar case, and not ilie law beyond 
that special adjtnlication, ther jhy rendering that uncertain which 
should be desired to be settled and fixed. 

Again, your minority believe that the labors of the judges so 
much complained of at present would not be materially lighten¬ 
ed by the change proposed, if the judges of said court examine 
the records submitted lo them, hear the argnnt^nts of counsel, 
and hold a coiuailtation as to the opinion to bo delivered, except 
as to mere manual labor to be performed in writing out their opin¬ 
ions by said judges. 

Lastly, it will'he adding to the burdens of the people by tax¬ 
ing them to pay tor the services of a judge neither demanded by 
the wishes of the people nor the necessities of the business of 
said court. Por lliese reasons and others equally potent that 
could 1)6 adduced by the minority of said commiliee, they have 
been constrained to ditfer with the majority.

And whereas, also, said committee have the mistoriune to 
know and lament that the State of Alabama is greatly indebted 
by bills, bonds, notes and other evidences of debt; and whereas, 
moreover, the committee have been informed and duly advised 
that a certain act entitled an act, t^c., approved, c^c., was passed 
at the last session of the general assembly of this State with a 
clause inserted therein making the retading of spirituous liquors 
taxable by way of license^, for the purpose of raising a revenue 
sufficient to pay the expenses of the State government and meet 
as far as practicable the interest and principal of said indebted¬ 
ness. 

And whereas, in addition to ail this, the committee are satisfied, 
from an examinatioj] of tlie late report of F. S. Lyon, bank 
commissioner and trustee, that the amount yet to be realised 
from the assets of the State bank and branches will fall far short 
of paying the in Jebtedness aforesaid; and moreover that the State 
will require all the means she can command by taxing not only 
the property of the citizens but the luxuries and special privi¬ 
leges of vending the same. 

And whereas, more especially and particularly, the committee 
are opposed to creating the necessity for the good people of Fay- 
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etteville beat, who are fond of the article, to keep their jugs, bot¬ 
tles, &c., concealed so as to produce in each family an absolute 
monopoly in the use of spirituous and other liquors, greatly to 
the injury, annoyance and disquietude of their social boon com¬ 
panions. 

Now, therefore, said committee, in the name of all foregoing 
whereases, and under a sense of the great weight of responsi¬ 
bility that rests upon them in the premises, do, in virtue of the 
authority in them vested, empower and instruct me to report that 
it is altogether inexpedient to pass said bill, and it is accordingly 
done. See last. 

The committee expresses the hope that hereafter no member 
of the House who desires harmony and good feeling among the 
members, will, by the introduction of }>ills upon spiritual sub¬ 
jects, mar the happiness or disturb tlie quietude of our delibera¬ 
tive body.

Mr. Pliillips, from the Joint Committee on the New Code,,by 
leave, made the following report: 

Tfie Joint Committee of both Houses, to which was referred 
the Report of the Commissioners appointed to codify the laws, 
and whose duly it was made to examine the Code and report 
'Hlie most material changes” in the existing laws, and make such 
recommendations as might seem proper, have had the same 
under consideration and instructed me to report: 

That they have carefully examined the whole Code, and that 
their labors have been diminished, and the time which otherwise 
would have boon cotisnined, greatly abridged by the assistance 
of the commissitiners who were invited to attend the meetings 
of the committee, hu' the purpose of pointing out the alteratioris in 
the existing laws contern{)latecJ by the (,'ode, and stating the rea¬ 
sons for those alterations. 

Before discharging the specific duty assigned to the committee, 
they would beg leave to bring to (he notice of the General As¬ 
sembly the general system or plan of arrangement which has 
been adoftted by the commissioners, and which, in the opinion of 
the committee, cf)mhin(;s s!m[)licity, order and clearness. In- 
steads of the alphahi'tical arrangement hitherto in use, by which 
statnivc having no cotineciioti with or dopendenco on each otlicr 
were necessarily thrown together without any arrangement or 
order, the v ode which has been snbmilled by the commissioners 
is divided into four f)arls or general divisions, d'ho first of these 
divisions contams the. provisions applicable to the whole Code, 
which may profanly be considered tlic key to its consirnction— 
those laws essential to Slate organization, such as its boundaries, 
sov(n-eigniy and jnrisdiittion ; its political division into counties, 
congri’ssional and senatorial districts ; the legislative and execu¬ 
tive d(‘[)ai’(ments ; the various laws in relation to the public print¬ 
ing ; (lu^ (listributitm of the Acts and\lournals, the laws of the 
United'.vStates and ollmr public dcKuiments; with the general rules 
applicalde to Slate otlices and otiicers ; their oatfis, bonds, the 
delivery (d'bocks, papers, firoperiy and money to their successors ; 
and the mode of giving noiiim, of vacancies occurring by death, 
resignatloii^m* oiherwis(*, (roni office. I his division also em¬ 
braces laws relation to electors and elections by the people; 
the mode of ^ndnciing and the manner of contesting the same ; 
the finaiKnal d^artmenl of the Slate government, comprehend¬ 
ing the dutitjs ou the comptroller and treasurer in relation to the 



finances of the State; the system arid items of taxation, with 
the rules for the assessment and collection of the taxes, and the 
payment of the same into the treasury by the collectors and 
other officers ; the administration of the public property belong¬ 
ing to the Stale, and of certain funds in which the State is in¬ 
terested. This division also comprehends the judicial organiza¬ 
tion of the Slate, including the supreme court and its officers, 
the chancery divisions, districts, courts of chancery and its officers, 
judicial circuits, circuit courts, and their officers, courts of pro¬ 
bate, courts of county commissioners, justices of the peace, con¬ 
stables and attorneys; defimrs the general powers and duties of 
these officers, as well as the general and .‘special jurisdiction of the 
several courts. It contains also the gci" .ual laws in relation to 
county organization ; the laws of tl^fi S^te in relation to educa¬ 
tion, comprehending township seliools, ihe Univeristy of Ala¬ 
bama, and the formation of corporations for educational pur¬ 
poses; the various regulations of trade and commerce, as well as 
those laws properly apfieilaiiiing to the interna! police of the 
State, such as the regniaiion i^f slaves aiui free persons of color, 
strays, enclosures, and partition fenvws, roads, bridges, ferries and 
water courses. 

The second division contains all laws relative to the acquisi¬ 
tion, enjoyment and disposition of properly, both real and per¬ 
sonal, as also those relating to private liglits, embracing convey¬ 
ances of every descri()tion, the mode and manner of their ac¬ 
knowledgment and proof, rccordiiKg, and ruies as to their con¬ 
struction; the laws relating to private corporations, limited 
partnerships, interest, negotiable instruments; and for the pre¬ 
venting of frauds and perjuries; tlie whole body of statutory 
law applicable to the estate's of decedents, including the laws 
regulating desconis and distrilmtion, wills, and the powers, 
duties, rights, and liabilities of e.xecutors and administrators; 
the domestic relations, embracing the relations of husband and 
wife, parent and cliild, guardian and ward, and master and slave ; 
the statutory [)rovisions in relation to escheats, salvage water¬ 
works and dams, and the redi'mption of real estate. 

The third division is confined to proceedings in civil cases, 
and contains : 

1. ''riie proceedings in civil actions in courts of common law ; 

2. Sjiecial proceedings in certain eases ; 

3. Proceedifigs before Justices of the Peace ; 

4. Proceedings in Cliancery ; 

5. Pecs of officers in civil cases ; 

The first subdivision, or title of this part, relates to the parties, 
ihe mode of commencing suit, the execution and return of the 
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summons, the arrest and bail of the defendant, the recovery of 
personal property in specie, real actions, actions for defamation, 
the pleading, the trial and its incidents, the general rules in rela¬ 
tion to evidence, the mode of proceeding by subpoena and deposi¬ 
tion, the examination of the parties, proceedings to perpetuate 
evidence and the demurrer to evidence, the removal of the trial, 
appeals from justices, costs, amendments, the revival of the 
judgments, executions, garnishments on judgments, and the 
limitation of actions.

Proceedings in chancery, specifies the cases of wiiich the court 
of chancery lakes cognizance, prescribes its local jurisdiction- 
contains the rules in relation to the pleadings, amendments, ex¬ 
ceptions, filing of papers, serving notice, the mode of taking testi¬ 
mony, the rules in relation to evidence in ciiancery causes, proceed¬ 
ings before the master and the mode of conducting the same, de¬ 
crees pro confesso. bills of reviews, ne exeat, equitable attachments, 
and other writs of seizure, injunctions, the appointment of re¬ 
ceiver, creditor’s hills, appointment of trustees, issues out of 
chancery, and the rendition, lien, cffecl and enforcement of de¬ 
crees, and tlie costs in that court. 

Th is division also inclnde.s the fees and allowances to officers 
in civil cases, and appeals to the circuit and supreme courts. 

The fonrlli division relates solely to crimes and their punish¬ 
ments, proceedings in criminal cases, jails and the penitentiary. 
It defines o/fcnces, prescribes their punishment; regulates the 
proceedings in relation to grand and petit juries; prescribes the 
limitation of proceedings; defines the local jurisdiction of in¬ 
dictable oflences ; contains all provisions for the binding over to 
court, and to keep the peace; the finding of indictments; the 
Writ, bail and trial of the defendant : the necessary provisions 
as to appeals and writs of error in criminal cases; the statutory 
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enactment in relation to reprieves, commutations and pardons; 
the wntof habeas corpus, and the proceedings iheremi; all special 
proceedings of a criminal nature, including coroners’ inqnesis, 
search warrants, vagrants, proceedings in cases of bastardy, ab¬ 
sconding felons, and fugitives from justice. 

This division also embraces all the provisions in relation to the 
organization and police of the poiiitentiary, the powers and dniies 
of its officers, the removal of prisoners thereto, and the punish¬ 
ment of escapes therefrom ; service of process on, and taking 
the testimony of convicts; the law in relation to jails, jailors and 
prisoners, with the fees and allowances to sheriffs and other 
officers in criminal cases. 

The committee has deemed it necessary thus to present the plan 
which has been adopted by the commissioners in tlie execution of 
the duly assigned them, with a brief notice of the contents of 
each general division of the Code, hcliving that from this conr.se 
the general assembly would he the better prepared to act advisedly 
in relation to the Code, as also to understand and appreciate the 
advantages which this mode of arrangement possesses over the 
old system. 

In relation to the changes which are proposed in the existing 
laws, the conimilteo would cl^irect the attention of tlie General 
Assembly to the fact manifested by an examination of the Code, 
that the laws of this State in force up to the close of the last 
session form the basis of the work reported by the Commissioners. 
In the cases in which those laws were imperfect, wanting in de¬ 
tail, or insufficient from any cause, to effect the results contem¬ 
plated by them, the object has been to perfect, to supply existing 
deficiences, to extend the law so as to reach the mischief intend¬ 
ed to he removed, and to give vigor, efficiency and system to the 
previous legislation of the State, rather than to effect radical 
changes in that legislation. In almost every page of tiie Code 
instances occur where statutes have been pruned of their redun¬ 
dances, where deficiences had Iheen supplied and obscurities 
made clear. In many instances liipoitant. and in iheojhnion of 
your commiilee. hcn/ficial ciiangls (lave been made and the ex¬ 
isting laws greally^ipi’oved, and in some cases the change has 
been radical. 

In reporting the most material alterations proposed by the 
Code, the committee have deemed it the better course to bring 
them directly lafforo the General Assembly, by reporting ihe 
section or sections making such changes in the language of the 
(.Commissioners, instead of giving what the committee may have 
regarded as the effect of that language ; iu those cases, however, 
where it would have been necessary, had this course been pnr- 
22 
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sued without deviation, to have transcribed an entire chapter or 
articles, to avoid rendering the report t(»o voluminous, the sub¬ 
stance of such chapter or article has been given, and they sub¬ 
mit herewith the accompanying statement, in which is incor¬ 
porated all the changes proposed to be made by the code, which, 
in the opinion of your committee, can appropriately be charac¬ 
terised as “ the most material.”* The General Assembly will 
readily perceive that an examination made by a legislative com- 
niiilee, (however careful and critical it may be,) is not the surest 
or most efTectual mode of testing a work of this character. The 
only safe and reliable tests are time, the success or failure in 
practical operation of its various provisions, and the scrutiny 
which an enlightened public will give it when printed and dis¬ 
tributed. The common law, the chancery system and the civil 
law, with their acknowledged imperfections, are nevertheless Mie 
result of the experience and learning of centuries. Experience 
has fully demonstrated that systems, apparently the most perfect 
in theory, are sometimes insufKcient and useless in practice; 
while on the other hand, measures theoretically indefensible are 
sometimes found useful and profitable in their practical opera¬ 
tions. However wise may be th(^ improvements suggested in 
the Code, it will be diflicnlt, if not impossible, to fully appreciate 
the prospective benefits U) flow from them without a trial; while, 
on the other hand, its omissions and deficiencies, of which no 
work of human hands (no matter by how much wisdom and 
learning guided) can ho entirely free, will be fully manifested 
only in the iigiit of experienre. The provisions of the Code 
are to a great c.xlont do|)3tident on each other, and so connected 
as U) form a system ; from this it results that it would be diffi¬ 
cult for any one not intimately aerjuainted with it as a whole, to 
perceive the eflect which a change of one part might have upon 
others, and how far it might mar the general arrangement, or to 
determine th (3 consequences ofistrikiiig out or inserting a sec¬ 
tion. Changing the Code byi altering, adding to or striking 
out any of its provisions, unlej|s done witli tfie utmost delibera¬ 
tion and circnnispoction, and with a view^ the entire work, 
would pK'bahly make it contradictory an«epngnurjt in itself, 
and increase ihe diflicnlly of construction ^ as to materially 
impair its usefr.lncss. 

it is also to be considered that the work must bo printed and 
distributed bebrre it can go into ojieralion, and therefore that its 
provisions cat! ikH be of force very long bof<*io the meeting of 
the next legislature. During tin*; short period which must elapse 
after the promulgation of the Code and before the meeting of 
tlie next General Assembly, tlie merits of the work will to some 



extent be tested, its provisions tlioronglily examined, its defects 
and onjissioiis ascertaifjed, and its advantages appreciated ; and 
at the next session of the; General Assembly such alterations may 
be made as are found necessary. 

u The public tu^cessiiies have long required and the public voice 
long demanded in this State, a codification and reduction to a 
simple and inttdligiblc system* of the hitherto confused and un¬ 
digested mass of our<natnte laws. To discharge lliis duly, men 
deservedly standing high ittr tlieir ability and fidelity to public 
trttsts, have been api'<nn(ed ; those men. with a full scitso of the 
responsibility incident to their oifice, Itave prepared and pre¬ 
sented to the General AsstMnl)iy% at the expense of great labor, a 
work which they deem (jnsily as your committee thittk) adeqjiate 
to meet the public cxpc'ctatio}: and tv) satisfy the ptiblic necessi¬ 
ties. A work tints prepared is rail it led to tlie full confidence, 
and claims ttie tnos! favorable cottsiderati'C) at the hands of the 
General Assembly. 

Influenced l)v tiiese (ionsiderations, tht‘ committee is of the 
opinion that iIk- present r(\sppns.ib}lity in llui preparation of the 
Code should be left whore >he actitin of a prior legislature de¬ 
posited it, and that the widest course now to be pursued is to 
adopt th(' (k'do and order it to be printed for distribution among 
the citizens of ibe State, so tliat it may be deliberately examined 
and such changes only hereafter he proposed as are coiisidored 
essential after the matnr(*st rcdcction 

Wtih tins view, the doint (‘ommittee respeclfully submit the 
acernnpanyncj; bill, and recommend its nassage.

4’he court must thereupon direct notice to bo given 
to the claimant of tin; uioiiey, and the plaintiff; and may in its 
discreiioii after such notice has been sci ved, make the order 
prayeii for, and thereupon the substituted de^idani stands in the 
pla (‘(3 <^f the original dofenJaul, and .the luttdjs discharged from 
liability. 
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Skc, 2120. For any breach of any official bond or undertak¬ 
ing, of any officer of this state, executor, administrator, or guar¬ 
dian, the person aggrieved may sue in his own name, assigning 
the appropriate breach. 

Skc. 2132. All actions on contracts, express or implied, all 
personal actions, except for itijnries to the person or reputation, 
survive in favor of and against perscmal representative.

No 
premium has been jiaid in transferring binds to New d'ork ; and 
ill placing funds in Itngland, the rate of exchange lias in no in¬ 
stance exceeded sc'vcn and a hall per cent., when tlie pai of ex¬ 
change is known to be much liigher. Every transaction of the 
Coininissioiier that has come under onr ob^ei vation and cxaniiii- 
ation has shown the most .serujuilous oxaetnoss as to amounts re¬ 
ceived and disbursed, as well as great can' and economy in the 
managernent of the public funds. The system adopted has been 
well (xilculatcd to secure promptness and accountability. 
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The reports from the Banks show what debts have been collect¬ 
ed, and the amount received in each case. These reports operate 
as a check upon the assistant Commissioners, and furnish the evi¬ 
dence of what the Commissioner himself receives from each Bank, 
whilst he accounts directly to the legislature. 

The system in tlie opinion of your committee, has not only been 
well arranged, but has been well executed, as the result has con¬ 
clusively shown.

counts, and the otiier I'claincd by the Commissioner for his voucher 
of settlement. 

Your Committee, in investigating sums so large, and transac¬ 
tion* so nuuicrous and complicated as those embraced in the ac¬ 
count of the Commissionc]*, feel it due to him to state that they 
have not found an error in a single item of his account, nor a sin¬ 
gle traiisactum in the whole course of his oHicial duties, of which 
the slightest complaint can be made.

There is not a doubt that without any material derangement 
of the present classification of the subjects and sources of reve¬ 
nue, and without rendering the s^^stem more complex, the com¬ 
mittee could by a few additional clauses bring the contemplated 
measure into vigorous operation. The products and merchan¬ 
dize of the states which stand before the world as delinquents, 
either by expressly violating, or which is the same thing, by re¬ 
fusing to pass laws necessary to carr}' out the plain provisions 
of the constitution, (which they are in honor, if not otherwise 
bound to do.) can be easily singled out and identified, and a dis¬ 
criminating tax imposed upjui them. Nor is it (‘asy to set a 
limit to the ways aiid means by which such a discriiiiination 
might be effected. Whoither the revenue or annual income of 
the state would be increased or diminishtd by such a measure, 
we presume is fiot a question raised or intended to be brought 
up by the resolution. Let us then, if we can, for a f(^w moments 
lay aside those feelings of indignation towards the conduct ami 
position of corlaiti slates, which all fee) in common with those 
who favor the idea of the message, and h‘t us settle in our 
minds whether in any view which has been talcen, or under what 
circumstances would iegislatuia* act wisely and jusily to¬ 
wards this state o)‘ oihcu* states in passage of the measure 
recommended.

It is obvious, from the express language o(‘{h(5 message, that 
the enactment of a la w is contemplatial, il‘ one pass at nW. which 
shall not violate any provision of th(‘ constitution of the United 
States. How is this to he dom^ ? is the question. Why, the 


plan proposed is to levy a tax which will to some extent res¬ 
train, if not inhibit, the importation and sale in this State of 
mercliandise brought from the olfending State, so as to make the 
manulacturers or proprietors of that merchandise feel the incon¬ 
venience ot the pressure at Ijonio- (It is immaterial, of course* 
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whether the persons immediately affected be friendly or un¬ 
friendly to oar domestic wishes,) but at the same time the propo¬ 
sition is, do not levy such tax until the goods become the exclu¬ 
sive and rightful property of our own citizens ; that is to say, 
levy the tax on the merchandise after it has passed out of the 
ordinary course of commerce. 

Now surely it will not be contended that the same property, or 
the same kind of property, in the hands of one citizen, can be 
taxed higher than in the hands of another. If the Committee on 
Ways and Means had brought in a bill by which a higher tax is 
proposed on a given amount and description of goods owned by 

A. , then on identically the same amount and description owned by 

B. , his neighbor, no matter whether they had been imported in 
the first instance from Paris, Canton, or any of our own Northern 
States or cities, the llouse would pronounce it a violation of the plain 
principles of justice and equity, and certainly not consistent with 
the 1st section of oiir own Declaration of Eights. 

It may be answered, however, that snp2:)ose a result so obviously 
unjust were likely to ensue, the process is very simjile by which 
that is obviated. Idic publication of a law is all that is wanted: 
as soon as tlic law is known, all citizens would avoid an unequal 
tax by merely refusing to purchase those articles against which a 
discriminating lax is demanded, '^fhe proposition from the hrst 
proceeds upon tlic ground tliat merchandise is imported, and in 
the absence of a restraining regulation will continue to be, from 
some or all of the oiTending States, not articles, either, which are 
in tlicinsclvcs noxious or ])rejudicial in any way to the health, 
ho})cs, or liappincss of our population, hut merchandise in its 
largest sense, embracing the necessaries and comforts of life, as 
well as poisons; and that our citizens Vvill to some extent find it 
their interest, all dher tilings being eipial, to buy and to sell 
them ; but they Avill not do so,>it is ascertained, if they thereby 
incur an invidious tivx. Now, lo preserve or restore equality in 
that respect, another alterriativc is presented. Artificial means 
may bo resorted to, and an act passed, such as shall make it the 
interest of the citizens not to buy merchandise imported from any 
State that is obnoxious to our resentment. Yes, the tax paying 
merchant or farmer might, for patriotic considerations, abandon 
this item in the freedom of trading, and say to himself, I will buy 
nor sell aii}^ more goods from States which are step by step de¬ 
parting from the obligations of the Constitution, and the will of 
the citizen and the law might thus concur in the production of the 
desired result. The result of the process, then, is this: merchan¬ 
dise, under the proposed law, could be brought into Alabama and 
sold from some States, but not from others. That too, in conse¬ 
quence of, and knowingly and professedly produced by what is to 
be called a discriminating tax. 
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The proposition is not based on the principle or necessi^tj of 
any internal police regulation, but for an act to be passed here, to 
operate and have some urgent effect o ' .-its, and on in¬ 

terests and people in other States’jur ii'. involving, too, 
the assertion of right to do a thing c ir’i ' v, ;i:- we conceive, 
which it is acknowledged cannot be doi - be effect would 

be identically the same as if an impor 'Cid, under our 

appointment of a regular custom hous- « exacted at 

our port of entry. 

The object, then, being the same asA U' ^, , . ", and the effect 
the same, which are the essence of all 1^.. - .;:'e is no difference 
in principle, by any possible constructich u constitutional pro¬ 
visions, between the discriminating tax wkich is proposed and an 
import duty amounting, if you please, to prohibition, which in 
that case is (^vith or without legislatioiyof Congress) intervening 
on the subject, coiitiay to the 2d Clause, 10th Section and 1st Ar¬ 
ticle of the Constitution of the United States, wdiich declares, ‘‘no 
State shall, without the consent of Congress, lay any impost or 
duties on imports or exports, &c.” True, that clause relates 
more particularly to merchandise of citizens of the United States, 
out of tlie condition in which the Constitution contempln^'S them, 
that is, in the hands of citizens of each or any of the' Se - which 
are entitled to the privileges of citizens of the scvcc. a'.es, and 
place that merchandise on the footing or conditi' ' . v'tly, of 

goods from abroad. 

If Alabama has the right hy well defined cnactrnerr^^, either 
directly or indirectly, to inhibit or to give any essentia, enreetion 
to tragic, coastwise or with otlier nations, the same right, in cither 
case, on principles of justice or equality, must belong to each,of 
the other States. In otlicr ^vords, the States, as well as Congress, 
(and it soon would be inslcojl of Congress) have the right to regu¬ 
late commerce (without a pretence/of necessity, or any internal 
emergency, arising from the naturch)f the articles imported), which 
is simply unconstitutional and legally absurd. It would be non¬ 
sense to say wc sliould pass a law to inhibit the importation of 
poisons for one State, and not for another; and unless the mer¬ 
chandise inliibitcd is in itself calculated to hurt the health or 
comfort of our citizens, so as to make internal police regulations 
necessary and proper, how else can we evade a violation of the 
general compact we have agreed to he bound by. We are pre¬ 
cluded by concession on all sides in this investigation fVom justi¬ 
fying ourselves in violating the compact, on the grounds that 
other States have done the same thing, by haying first fallen 
from their constitutional obligations. And the views here enter¬ 
tained and expressed by the undersigned have no reference to a 
state of things which might be supposed to existed if our State 
desired or ever could desire to be absolved from obligations im- 
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posed hy the Constitution and assumed by her. It would then 
seem useless to pursue farther the examination of the question in 
any aspect of rightfully adopting a system or principle of bitter 
retaliation, or of one State doing as much injury to another as 
she has sustained, without a pretence of ultimate advantage to 
either, by way of add^ion to the present rights, instead of con¬ 
templating the up'.v'arCcourse, of policy of overcoming evil with 
good. Besides, thisfi^ing constitutional barriers out of the ques¬ 
tion, if possible, Kdn raom(^t, were wc to attempt crippling the 
trade of offending States, Avould the proposed measure result in 
adequate compensation ? AVould it not be expected that we, in 
the amplitude of our sov/Crcignty, should resort to measures still 
more powerful and cnc:^ctic? We might in such times be an 
overmatcli for our adversaries in the vindictiveness of the meas¬ 
ures wc could adopt, but, situated ns wc are, it is not to be forgot¬ 
ten that Alabama has, simic her admission into the Union, sus¬ 
tained a reputation high and well founded, for an honest, inflexi¬ 
ble com})liancG wdtli all national and constitutional obligations, 
and she wdll bo apt to consider well the integrity of any principle 
of direct retaliation of State against State, before she will be the 
first to adopt it. 

Not bliat sl.( docs not p:operly appreciatti the wrongs done by 
oth(“r Stale:;, not tlial slu; deans not leel her power to be equal to 
her rigiitsi but because lier ciiizeiis hav(? also wisdom to bear in 
mind that a great pcjople, .spread over a large surface of the 
globfu iiCi^tht. il‘ they exix'Ct pt'i jxUual peace and harmony, be 
less pr^ v^rpitate than one man or a .small community would be 
against another, it is l.»ravrry in a jmoplc to acknowledge 
till ima'lvf'S po\\('rIe^s wlnm called on to violate the plain pro¬ 
visions of the cor-siiiiition of their couittry ; they would rather 


try everv other |)iob.'tble ('xpcdieiit, and wait with [)afi('nce cor¬ 
responding w'ilh the magnittaio oftlui ijitcrcsts involved, to as¬ 
certain if hojiorabio re])araliy)n may not yet Im made. But a.s 
the Go^'^'rn()r was pleased to say in his message, “in the mean¬ 
time l(;t it iioi be inferred licit we think we should do nothing 
to counlervail tli(3 antagonism of the abolition and free soil in¬ 
terest at th(f north. fhe minority of the committee have con¬ 
sidered the subject before them llius far, on the supposition that 
no one. complains of any evils except such as really exist- We 
also pia^snnm that it is the true policy, as well as the natural 
inclinaliou. of each tState and of all right minded patriotic citi¬ 
zens of each, that the Union shall exist as long a.s evils (what¬ 
ever they may be) under it are tolerable, and as long as with all 
its evils it is obviously to any other proposed state or 

condition. It is right, of course, to charge to the Union only the 
evils which are inherent in or naturally arise from it, and in the 


same way as to the States and individual citizens. This por- 
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tion ofihe committee will not now attempt an account in detail 
(f the losses in value which tiie citizens of this State have sus¬ 
tained since her admissiott into the Union, on account ot tugitive 
slaves. It a very clear propo.sition, however, that all possi¬ 
ble vaguene.ss ought to be excluded from, and unquestionable 
memorials kept of the particulars, when charges of outrage and 
plundering are made by one people against another. The facts 
ought to be reduced to mathematical certainty, and even dollars 
and cent.s (amongst other things) consid(;red whenever practica¬ 
ble. For a time seldom fails to come when justice, however 
slow, will be done. It is not important here to inquire whether 
the evils complained of arise from the general government, or 
the conduct of the States in which the deprivations were con¬ 
summated. But hold to be true, that in every instance where a 
loss has occurred or may occur of the kind to a citizen of Alaba¬ 
ma, without ('nor or fault on his part, by tlie consent of any 
government, or of its citizens under its sanction or known per¬ 
mission, there is a remedy in some form which no delay can ex¬ 
tinguish, and which the State is bound, soomn* or later, to seek 
and enforct'. If tln're be States then, whicli by legislntivc? acts 
or by public authority ve.sted in any form or depnrtrnent, how¬ 
ever diminutive, sanctions, much more aids. l)y habeas corpus or 
other devices, the spoliation of property of another State, whe¬ 
ther that property consist in .slavc.s or other inve.strnonts, or if 
any State accomph.sli tlae same thing by willtnl neglect to pass 
laws in cord’ormity with the const it at ion, in good faitli l o pre¬ 
vent it, we hold that such State is bound to make good tlic loss. 


U will not bo contended that because of a Union we are placed 
in rrdiation to other States more unfavorable than we would be 
in a separate.' .state, n(;r than (a.s a part ol'the Union) we are in 
to foreign iiation.s. ddiere is no reason r]or argument desirable 
for eitlu'r the law of nations or the conduct of associated com¬ 


munities, why we should i)e. Index'd, it would see'in we should 
be, according to the theory ol’our governmi'iit, in iVirmore favor¬ 
able circumstances. True there are re'straints a.gainst marque 
and reprisals, and tlui whole, law of retaliation, since by our own 
voluntary choice and consent, the noble; barrii is of the consti¬ 
tution are interposed ; but who (or a moment believes that ac¬ 
tual subsisting rights arc thereby either weiikened or extin¬ 
guished.'' If a foreign nation, or her subjects with her assent, 
seize or confiscate the property of a citizen of this country, if a 
foreign vessel fire a gun across the bow of one of our merchant¬ 
men, satisfaction is demanded and promptly given. And is it 
possible that on(' of the States of this Union can commit or sanc¬ 
tion the lawle.ss deprivation of the property of a citizen of an¬ 
other State with fanatical greediness and impunity, and stand at 
large in the consciousness that neither the perpetrator nor their 
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government are ever to make indemnity for the loss? There 
can be no evasion on the ground of the description of the prop¬ 
erty, that it is property in that jurisdiction, but not in this.” 
If by the principle of national law such a subterfuge could for 
one moment be tolerated as to foreign nations, how can it be 
sustained in these States, where by the constitution and laws 
slaves are recognized as propiirty Irom the beginning? Were 
it possible, according to the structure of our government, for 
States or their citizens t(^ be released I'rom their constitutional 
obligations on the score of holy conceptions or illuminations of 
consciencf, a lacility is established of undoing at a dash all that 
human wisdom lias acceinplished, obedience to the powers that 
he would soon l)ecoino a nugatory mandate, and the Bible, and 
the God that guided tiie battles of our revolution, be dethroned 
from the American heart. 

Are the States, them, iti behalf oi‘ themsehu's, are their citi¬ 
zens remitted from those modes of rialress recognized among dis¬ 
connected, indepemh'nt nations, to such remedies as Congress is 
required to provide' tiirough the judicial or other departments of 
tile general government, under the 17th elause of 8ih section

ddien if till* States by whose authoi'i-y oi* neglec! lo-ses occur 
to citizens of oilier Statics have not 1 lieniselvc's suflicient regard 
for justice to make I'air and ample indemnity wheii'vi'r the 
claims a-re pri'ssed, (and whieli W('. ought lirst to presume they 
will do,) most clearly if they do not, and in the absence of any 
operative and ciiicient law by Congress to enforce their pay¬ 
ment oi' piiivenv th(*ir rimurrenci', ('ongreess in that alternative 
will be bound by e\’ery IViir eoiisicl(*r:U,ion to insure and make 
good, I Ilf' lo SI'S, by such reiiu'dies as shall lie just to all and right- 
i'ul ill th(’mselves. Tlie rights of our citizens are not to be. cast 
off as rn’obisli, and as thingai which art* impracticable, on the 
])lea tliat tlie government, through its juilicial department and 
remedial laws, lias made ('very possible pi-ovision ; and if just 
and legal demands fail under the form prescribed, all is lost! 
Ko citizi'n, wlicther born or sworn in, is linku'd by bi.s alh'giance 
to his State. Al’;er that, if after making every reasonable effort, 
his arm :s too short, his wrongs still unredressed, that State 
which does not come !o liis lU'scue is recreant to her duty, and 
her citizi'.ns are not IVeemen. 


The diiliculty of enforcing a. remedy, is no argument against the 
existence of the right, nor justice or propriety of a perpetual effort 
to assert and enforce both. Hence there is reason why we should 
(in the opinion of the undersigned) by public authority, carefully 
collect and preserve the evidence and arguments in behalf of these 
claims. 

And in conformity with this view, we herewith submit a bill 
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for the consideration of the House, and respectfully recommend 
its passage. 

The undersigned also ask leave, if deemed necessary, to annex 
copies at length of the resolutions, and the entire portion of the 
govei'iior’s message, whicli is referred to.

I protest against the preamble, because it places tlie whole 
southern rights party in the same category with the abolitionists, 
so far as tlie end is concerned each lues in view, visiting on the 
heads of a lai’ge and res})ectable party oi‘ our section, the sins of 
an indiscreet minority with vchom circumstances tor tiie time being 
placed it in political a.ssoeiatior:. This assertion, so sweeping in 
character, I arn not prepared to admit. The abolitioirisls proclaim 
the nselves disunionists -sc. A very large majority of the south¬ 
ern riglits ])arty deny this. They liavc' dcnoiinced in language of 
stern indignation the aggressions ii])on our constitutional rights, of 
northern fanaticism. That they were imprudent, and that some 
of the measures advocated by tlicm would have been ])owcrless for 
good if carried into practical operation, 1 believed and do now be¬ 
lieve, but it does not follow from this that there is a community 
of purpose, to vdt, a dissolution of the Union, between tliem and 
the members of tlie Syracusv', and other anti-slavery conventions 
of the north. .1 protest against the fifth resolution of the series, 
because it is to couA'ert [inrties in the State from national to sec¬ 
tional ones, upon tlie ground that the wliole nortli is uiitruc to its 
constitutional obligations, and not to bo trusted. 4'his I do not 
believe to be true in point of fact, and does the same injustice to 
our northern brethren, that I conceivty is done by the preamble, to 
the Southern riglits men. 

A committee of the whole South, ii it be possible, to the resist¬ 
ance line laid down in the remaining resolutions, the Georgia plat¬ 
form, proper, in my opinion, of importance to the maintenance of 
our rights in the Union, and therefore I wished to vote for them. 
As I could not, under the decision of the House, without voting 
for the whole, 1 tlicrefore do so, and enter this my protest against 
the preamble and fifth resolution of tlie same.
